The spirit of universal peace was 
breathed in New York yesterday at 
three meetings addressed by educators 
and others of world-wide prominence. 
At the afternonon meeting at Carnegie 
Hail. 6,000 young people responded to 
an invitation to a gathering organized 
for their special benefit. That Intelli¬ 
gence, knowledge and culture, are the 
things which the great institutions of 
learning should, and surely are, con¬ 
tributing to the cause of general amity, 
was the consensus of opinion expressed 
In the speeches of the college presidents 
who addressed the gathering last night. 

Heavy earthquake shocks are con¬ 
tinuing on the west coast of Mexico 
and the Indications are that the dis¬ 
aster was of much greater dimensions 
than at first supposed.

Frankfort, Ky.. April 16 —{Special.]— 
Before the six sitting Judges of the 
Court of Appeals. Attorney A. J. Car- 
roll, of the Louisville bar, to-day made 
the opening argument in the Louisville 
election contest cases which are be¬ 
fore the court on appeal from the Jef¬ 
ferson Circuit Court, and the argument 
of which is to consume the time of 
the court for five days. He spoke 
for the Democratic officeholders, the 
appellees here, and for an hour and 
thirty minutes held closely the atten¬ 
tion of the judges and of an audience 
of interested lawyers and politicians. 

Mr. Carroll will be followed to-mor- 
row by Attorney W. Marshall Bullitt 
for the Republican contestants. Attor¬ 
ney Carroll spoke forcibly during the 
entire time he was on his feet, 

• • • 

Contentions To Argument. 

His contentions in argument were: 

First—That a bona fide contest suit 
Is a condition precedent to tihe nulli- 
fbwtlon of an election at the Instance 
of a contestant. 

Second—That the only proper pro¬ 
cedure to nullify an election is by ac¬ 
tion instituted by officers of the Com¬ 
monwealth under the provisions of the 
Civil code. 

Third—That the evidence Introduced 
should be limited to the grounds of 
contest relied on, and shall not there¬ 
after rely on any other grounds. 

Fourth—That contestants . entirely 
failed to prove the charge of conspiracy 
made by them. 

Fifth—That under decisions of the 
Kentucky courts It must be affirmative¬ 
ly shown not only that there was fraud, 
but that It affected the result to n.uch 
an extent that It cannot be determined 
who was elected. 

Flxth—That If none of the alleged 
wrongful acts had occurred each and 
every cne of the candidates on the 
Democratic ticket would have been 
elected, and, this being true, the court 
should not declare the election In¬ 
valid. 

Only in the first of these contentions 
docs counsel dissent from the decision 
announced by Judges Miller and Kirby, 
of the Jefferson Circuit Court. It was 
held in their opinion that the Republic¬ 
an plaintiffs have the right to main¬ 
tain these actions to set aside the elec¬ 
tion, even though they do not show 
themselves entitled to the offices In 
contest; that they might state the 
facts, and then pray in the alternative 
for the offices or that the election be 
set aside. Mr. Carroll at the outset of 
his argument sought to impress the 
members of the court with the import¬ 
ance of the cases brought before them, 
telling the Judges that his side was not 
here asking them to sustain any man 
in an office to which he was not elect¬ 
ed. but only that it follow the beaten 
path of former decisions and they felt 
confident of the outcome of the appeals 
before U.

‘‘Red Fire and Noise.” 


Only once during the time he w r os 
speaking wtls he Interrupted, and then 
by Judge Hobson, of the court, w^io 
made Inquiry if the Republican contest¬ 
ants relied upon anything else to secure 
a reversal than the failure to count the 
vote in the nine precincts thrown out 
by the Chancellors below as not affect¬ 
ing the election. This question followed 
a very minute explanation as to these 
precincts and argument by the attorney 
In support of the decision of the Judges 
of the inferior court. In response to 
the question. Attorney Carroll declared 
that aside from the snowing of fraud 
in these precincts the contestants re¬ 
lied mainly on "red fire and noise" to 
win their case, both below and In the 
higher court, and that that part of 
their petition and evidence In the rec¬ 
ord would be gone Into later in the ar¬ 
gument. 

Following argument on the points 
which ho mado before the court. Attor¬ 
ney Carroll devoted some time to a dis¬ 
cussion of the campaign preceding the 
election, and to the methods employed 
by the FuslonMs to arouse their fol¬ 
lowers; their abuse of their opponents 
and the officials of the city as thugs 
and thieves; tholr methods of challeng¬ 
ing people without cause all ever the 
city, and their going armed with clubs 
to the polls on the day of election, and 
asked if it was any wonder that with 
such methods employed and advice 
given by the leaders of one side there 
was trouble at the polls. 

Referring to the statement made by a 
Fusion witness that the sending of 
strangers as challengers into precincts 
other than those in which they resided 
was made necessary by the* ignorance 
the .wteis of the uity, the attor¬ 


ney called upon Judge Darker to an¬ 
swer If his constituents are of the clas* 
of persons who are too ignorant to per¬ 
form the duties of citizenship at the 
polls. His remarks on the campaign 
and the election were especially force¬ 
ful and marked the close of his address 
to the court.

BRYAN STAR SPEAKER 
AT BROOKLYN BANQUET 


DELIVERS AN ADDRESS ON 
“THOMAS JEFFERSON.” 


HAILED AS DEMOCRATIC LEAD¬ 
ER FOR 1903. 


SPEECH BY 0LLIE JAMES. 


New' York. April 16.—With William 
Jennings Bryan as the chief attraction, 
the Democracy of Brooklyn to-night In 
observance of the anniversary of the 
birth of Thomas Jefferson, engaged in 
an enthusiastic Democratic reunion 
and demonstration. The function was 
the annual dinner of the Brooklyn 
Democratic Club. 

Mr. Bryan, who, concluding a day of 
vigorous action which embraced four 
public addresses, was given a splendid 
reception, and delivered a characteristic 
discourse, taking for his subject 
"Thomas Jc-fferson." Mr. Bryan at¬ 
tended the early courses of the dinner 
and then hurried v * to give two lec¬ 
tures in other ports of Brooklyn, to re¬ 
turn later in the evening as the last 
speaker at the post-prandial exercises. 

Besides Mr. Bryan the speakers In¬ 
cluded E. M. Shepard, of New York; 
George Fred Williams, of Massa¬ 
chusetts: former Gov. Tyler, of Vir¬ 
ginia; Col. John W. Tomlison, of Ala¬ 
bama; Gov. Warfield, of Maryland; 
Augustus Thomas, the playwright, and 
Congressman Ollie James, of Kentucky. 
Other guests were James H. Blount, of 
Georgia, formerly United States Judge 
of the Philippines; Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of the Tammany organization, 
and Lewis Nixon, one of the Demo¬ 
cratic leaders in New York. 

In extending the welcome to the 
guests. Mr. Shepard paid a tribute to 
Mr. Bryan whom he welcorped with the 
words that the Brooklyn Democratic 
Club then and there "declared its 
strong and loyal hope that Mr. Bryan 
wx>uld lead the party in 1908." Cheers 
followed Mr. Shepard’s announcement 

Mr. Williams, of Massachusetts, dis¬ 
cussed the question of the Government 
ownership of railroads. He said: 

"I see no escape from the conclusion 
that If Government ownership is right, 
it should be adopted now’, if regulation 
Is wrong. It should not be attempted at 
all." 

But Mr. Williams believed that regu¬ 
lation was not right, not possible and 
not expedient. 


Lexington. April 16.—[Special.]—It 
was a grewsome tale that John Smith 
told on the witness stand in the Britton 
case to-dny. It made the flesh creep 
to hear Smith tell as coolly and dis¬ 
passionately as if dismissing the 
weather, of the meetings of Hargises, 
Callahan and their associates, at which 
he swore was plotted deliberately and 
in cold blood the assassinations of 
Cockrlll, Dr. Cox. Marcum and others 
whom they w’anted killed, and to listen 
to the witness* recital of the callous 
coolness with which he swore the plans 
were carried oiut. 

Smith, who is himself under indict¬ 
ment for the alleged murder of James 
B. Marcum, was the star witness who 
has thus far testified against Britton. 
The witness took up the alleged con¬ 
spiracy which culminated in the mur¬ 
der of Cockrlll from the beginning and 
implicated Judge sJames Hargis. Ed 
Callahan and Elbert Hargis as the ring¬ 
leaders dn the plotting. He even stated 
that Alex Hargis, though not at the 
conspirators’ meetings, had once said 
to him that if he would kill Cockrlll j 
in the street they would see that he 
went free.

Smith the First Witness. 


When court opened this morning John 
Smith was the first witness placed on 
the stand. He testified that he had been 
down the river on logs with Ed Callahan 
a short time before the shooting of Cock- 
rill. He stated that Callahan directed 
him to go to Jackson and call at the 
Hargis store. He stated that about four 
days after this he arrived In Jackson and 
Immediately went to Hargis* store. He 
went upstairs to a bedroom and office and 
had a conversation with Judge James 
Hargis. No one was present. After talk¬ 
ing to Hargis he wem out to dinner, and 
then returned to the samo room, as Judge 
Hargis had asked h|m to do. After a 
lengthy conversation with Judge Hargis 
he went to the Hal lex boarding house 
and staid &1! night. Early the next morn¬ 
ing he wont back to the store, and Judge 
Hargis again took him to the same pri¬ 
vate room for conversation. Before leav¬ 
ing. Judge Hargis gave him an order to 
go to William Jett’s blind tiger and get 
a half gallon of whisky. He returned 
with the whisky to Judge Hargis* store. 

Judge Hargis then told him to go down 
the river. He went down the river and 
found John Abner and Asbury Spicer. El¬ 
bert Hargis and Bill Britton soon Joined 
them there. At this gathering Smith 
s;Ud they talked In regard to killing Dr. 
Cox. James Cockrlll and Tom Cardwell 
and J. B. Marcum. Elbert Hargis and 
Bill Britton left after a while to go for 
their dinner. They talked during the 
greater part of the afternoon and were 
Invited to eat supper at Elbert Hargis* 
house. They ate supper at his house, and 
w’hen dark came they arranged to go to 
Jackson. About an hour after dark El¬ 
bert Hargis. BUI Britton, Asbury Spicer 
and Smith started for Jackson and first 
stopped In the back yard of Judge James 
Hargis’ residence.

Furnishing the Guns. 


Judge Ibirgis and Ed Callahan came 
out of the Hargis residence. Hargis fur¬ 
nished 'them all with guns and told them 
to go to the house of Dr. Cox and kill 
Dr. Cox. Judge Hargis said that Dr 
Cox was a leading man in Jackson and 
a friend of the Cockrlll*. and that he had 
to be killed. Also that Marcum, Cardwell 
and Cockrlll would have to be killed. 

Judge Parker here Informed the Jury 
that the evidence given In regard to the 
plot to kill Cox did not concern this case.

After the shooting they 
all reported at the Hargis store. 

The defendants* Attorneys gave Smith 
a scorching cross-examination. They 
elicited that he was addicted to the use 
of morphine and had taken a dose be¬ 
fore coming on the stand and that his 
memory was bad, though he claimed 
this was from catarrh and not the drug. 
He also admitted that he had been us¬ 
ing morphine about six months and 
that previous to that time he had de¬ 
nied the very statemenrts which he now 
made. He qualified this admission, 
however, by saying that he had prev¬ 
ious to becoming addicted to morphine 
confessed the story he now tells to his 
brother.

RESOLUTION INTRODUCED IN 
MEETING AT WASHINGTON. 


HINDERS HONEST POLITICS. 


MEETS PORTO RICANS CLAMOR¬ 
ING FOR CITIZENSHIP. 


FELICITATES PEOPLE ON THEIR 
PROSPEROUS CONDITION. 


GIVEN A CORDIAL GREETING. 


Caguas, P. R., April 16.—Secretary 
Taft and hie party stopped here this 
morning on their way from San Juan 
to Ponce. The city was decorated with 
American and Spanish flags ami a large 
crowd of people from the surrounding 
country gave the Secretary a cordial 
greeting. The Alcalde in his address 
of welcome did not refer to the citizen¬ 
ship question. Mr. Taft in his reply 
felicitated the people on the prosperous 
condition of the country' and praised 
Gov. Wlnthrop’H administration. 

Caguas is the most important inland 
city, and its inhabitants have been 
most persistent in their demand for 
American citizenship. Mr. Taft did not 
mention the question at this place, 
w’here President Roosevelt spoke 
strongly in tavor of it. 

A steel bridge at the entrance of the 
city, which has Just been completed, 
was christened Winthrop bridge by 
Miss Marjorie Ide, of Mr. Taft’s party, 
who broke a bottle of champagne *u the 
structure 


The defense also drew on Smith a 
copy of his tesfmony In Judge Hargis* 
trial at BeattyVllle for the alleged kill¬ 
ing of Marcum, when he said Hargis 
had nothing to do with the plotting and 
also his previous testimony in which 
Britton w’as not mentioned.

Taulbee, who 
succede<^ James Hargis as County 
Judge of Breathitt, and a log man 
named Peters were the only other wit¬ 
nesses. Taulbee testified that he had 
heard Judge Hargis say that he would 
not kill Cockrlll himself, but that he 
would sit by a man who would in court 
and get the best lawyer Ln Kentucky to 
defend him. Peters said he saw Judge 
Hargis, Callahan and King Ford stand- ! 
ing In the second-story window of the j 
Hargis store Just after the shooting, 
and that Hargis and Callahan had guns 
in their hands. 

The prosecution to-day kept up its I 
attack on the line of seeking to show 
that there was a conspiracy to kill 
Cockrlll, and that Britton took part in 
carrying It out. though not being the 
actual murderer. The efforts of the de¬ 
fense seemed to be to discredit the 
character of the participants in the 
crime who are now witnesses for the 
Auvsecution and to emphasize ihe sharp 


New York. ;\prll —A resolution in¬ 
tended to secure the publication of 
the contributions made to the Repub¬ 
lican and Democratic Committees at 
the last national canvass was offered 
to-day at a special meeting of the 
National Publicity Law Organization. 
It was entirely unexpected and caused 
the members to engage In a lively dis¬ 
cussion. 

The meeting had been called by Presi. 
dent Perry Belmont to further the 
movement for an effective national 
publicity law which would require a 
public record of campaign contribu¬ 
tions and expenditures. The resolu¬ 
tion, which W’as offered by Alexander 
Troup, of Cenneotlcut. a member of 
the Democratic National Committee, re. 
quested the chairman and treasurer of 
the two gTeat panties who served at 
the last national campaign to make 
public a comprehensive statement as 
to how the campaign funds were rais¬ 
ed. 

The attitude of President Roosevelt 
on campaign contributions was brought 
Into the discussion by Mr. Troup’s in¬ 
sistence that the President should' favor 
throwing open the books of the lust 
campaign, os well as those of the com¬ 
ing national contest. Mr. Troup’s at¬ 
tempt to secure immediate action on 
his resolution failed, and the memorial 
w’as referred to the Executive Commit¬ 
tee, which will report later. 

William J. Bryan, the principal speak¬ 
er at to-day*8 meeting, urged the pas¬ 
sage of a lawr by Congress providing 
for a public declaration both by the 
donor and the recipient of ali cam¬ 
paign offerings. He wanted all viola¬ 
tions of this law’ punishable as criminal 
offenses. By this means alona, he held, 
could the secret contributions, given for 
a sinister purpose, be stamped out, 
and a great hindrance to honest politics 
be overthrown. Other speakers were 
Bamuel Gompers. the president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
Gov. Edwin Warfield, of Maryland. 

Plans were formed for renewing ef¬ 
forts at the next Congress for a pub¬ 
licity law’ of national saope. 

NOW SEEMS AFT TO 

HAVE HIS WAY. 


Man Who Insisted On Serving Hie 
JaJl Sentence Arrestsd At 
New York. 


New York. April 16.—Louts Gourda-ln, 
a wealthy resident of Chicago, was ar¬ 
rested by a United States Marshal to¬ 
day and arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Shields upon a warrant 
Issued by the Federal Courts of Chi¬ 
cago. Ho w’aa locked up for examina¬ 
tion to-morrow. Gourdnln was arrest¬ 
ed in Chicago recently charged with 
complicity ln a green goods swindle. 
He was convicted, but appealed, and 
the appeal is still pending. The convict¬ 
ed man wished to serve his sentence 
pending the appeal and demanded that 
the warden of Joliet prison lock him up. 
This the latter refused to do, and Gooir- 
dutn threatened to build a prison In 
Joliet and imprison himself, but his 
lawyer* and relatives persuaded him 
from doing so.

Tired of Seeing Untruthful 
Advertisements. 


INSPECTORS WILL SOON BEGIN 


Washington. April 16.—[Special.]— 
That some of the prominent manufac¬ 
turers of foods and drugs are going to 
get Into trouble with Uncle Sam, un¬ 
less they change their w’ays and ceofee 
telling people that the Government 
guarantees the purity of their product, 
under the pure food law', seems to be 
assured, from statements made by Sec¬ 
retary Wilson to-day, in the course of 
an interview on the problems confront¬ 
ing the Department of Agriculture In 
the execution of tho pure food law. 

“The serial number, and the state¬ 
ment that the food or drug is 'guaran¬ 
teed under the food and drugs act, June 
30. 1906.' does not mean that the United 
States Government guarantees the pu¬ 
rity of the article or guarantees that it 
Is what the label says it Is," remarked 
Secretary Wilson. "On the contrary," 
continued the Secretary, "the statement 
means that the manufacturer of the 
article guarantees It to be pure, free 
from adulteration, and that he war¬ 
rants every fact staled on the label to 
bo true. It is the guarantee of the 
manufacturer, not the guarantee of the 
Government." 

The department allows manufactur¬ 
ers to file a general guaranty, covering 
all their food or drug products. It then 
assigns a number to the guaranty ^nd 
permits the manufacturer to print the 
number, and that the statement that 
the article is guaranteed on the label 
of each package. The Government as¬ 
sumes no responsibility for this guar¬ 
anty.

ANSWER FILED 
TO PETITION 


Action Taken By Judge 
Carnes’ Attorneys 


Following Efforts of the At¬ 
torney General 


To Secure An Appeal From 
the Court's Order. 


“On the contrary, as a glance at the 
law will show, the serial number Is as¬ 
signed to fix the responsibility where it 
belongs—upon the manufacturer to 
protect innocent dealers who have a 
right, under the law to rely upon his 
guaranty. The law says, in effect, 
that no dealer shall be prosecuted for 
shipping adulterated or misbranded 
foods or drugs In Interstate commerce, 
or for selling the same In the Terri¬ 
tories or in the District of Columbia, 
when he can establish a guaranty to 
the effect that the food or drug Is not 
adulterated or misbranded. 

"This guaranty must be signed by 
the person from whom the dealer pur¬ 
chases the article. The intention of the 
lawr is to put the burden upon the man 
who knows what is In the product, who 
is, of course, the man wrho makes lt.“ 

“The department has been greatly 
annoyed by untruthful and misleading 
advertisements of certain manufactur¬ 
ers that the serial number is a guaran¬ 
ty by the Oovemrtient to the consumer 
that the product Is pure. 

• • • 

Misleading Statements. 

"Sftch advertising as 'after January 
1, 1907, the United States Government 
will protect you by on official serial 
number that you may easily recognize,' 
statements that a food pfoduct Is 'ap¬ 
proved by the Pure Food Commission¬ 
ers/ that another food product 'carries 
the Government approval under the 
food and drugs act of June 30. 1906,' 
the 'United State Government new- 
pure food law* guarantees our product/ 
'every bottle is guaranteed by the Unit¬ 
ed States Government/ 'the United 
States Government guaranty serial 
number is your protection in using/— 
and other statements of similar char¬ 
acter must be stopped, and be stopped 
at once," remarked tne Secretary em¬ 
phatically, "or I will do a little adver¬ 
tising myself in behalf of the people. 

“I am growing tired of seeing these 
untruthful statements on the advertis¬ 
ing pages of the magazines, the walls 
of New- York subway and the advertis¬ 
ing space of the street cars of the prin¬ 
cipal cities. I am thinking if this out¬ 
rageous misrepresentation does not 
cease, that the department will publish 
a list bearing the names of the manu¬ 
facturers w T ho are Indulging in this 
campaign of deception. 

"In this list the department will 
state that it has not analyzed the prod¬ 
ucts represented by the advertisements, 
and hence no actual knowledge of their 
purity or Impurity, but that it advises 
the consuming public to Judge the 
purity or Impurity of tho product ac¬ 
cording to the false representations 
made concerning tho guaranty. In oth¬ 
er words, manufacturers who will de¬ 
ceive the public about the guaranty will 
He about the quality of their product. 

"I want everybody to know/* conclud¬ 
ed the Secretary, "that this pure food 
law 1 m going to be administered fairly. 
The primary purpose of the law’ is, of 
course, to protect the consumer, but no 
honest manufacturer need fear that the 
department will take snap Judgment 
on him or harass him ln any way. 
Everybody will be given on opportunity 
to put his business within the law. 

"The department is using every 
means to inform the manufacturers of | 
the country just what the law requires. 
After this information has been sup¬ 
plied and everybody has had opportu¬ 
nity to become familiar with the re- j 
qulrements. any manufacturer who con- 1 
tlnues to violate the law must expect i 
vigorous prosecution." 

The Secretary stated that the exami- j 
nation conducted by the Civil Service | 
Commission had yielded a good clans of 
ellgibles for the position of Inspector 
under tho pure food law ln numbers 
sufficient for the present needs of the 
department. The apointments are be¬ 
ing made and in a short time them men 
will be actively engaged in protecting 
the health of the people of the United 
Stater 


SENDING CASES TO ELLIOTT. 


Frankfort. Ky.. April 16.—[Special.]— 
Late this afternoon, following the filing 
of a demurrer in the Court of Appeals 
at session hour to-day for Special 
Judge William Carnes, of the Breathitt 
Circuit Court, to the petition filed by 
Hie Attorney General for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Judge to 
grant an appeal from nis order sending 
the Hargis coses to Elliott county on 
change of venue. Attorneys Hazelrigr, 
Chenault & Hazelngg, for Judge 
Carnes, filed with the Clerk of the 
court an answer to the petition. 

.This answer, with which the matter 
is submitted to the court, makes denial 
that any prayer for an appeal w-as ever 
made before him by either Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Adams or Attorney 
B. P. Jouett, of counsel for the pros¬ 
ecution In the Hargis cases. The Spe¬ 
cial Judge says tha: the final order 
transferring the cases was made on the 
order book in the handwriting of At¬ 
torney Jouett as the representative of 
the Commonw’ealth's Attorney, and 
that the efforts of counsel for the State 
to show- that he failed In any part of 
his duty as Judge Is "unjust and un- 
conscicntious" upon their part. 

• • • 

Judge Carnes' Response. 


Judge Carnes goes into the refusal to 
dismiss the Indictment against the man 
Smith, upon the motion of the Com¬ 
monwealth lawyers. He says that it 
w’as publicly stated that Smith had 
confessed to the killing of Dr. Cox. 
and that. In his opinion, such an Indict 
ment should not be tiled away either to 
redocket or to dismiss and use him rts 
a witness against others. 

The Interesting portions of the re¬ 
sponse of Judges Carnes are as follows: 

Court of Appeals of Kentiuk.v — Com* 
monw’caltb of Kentucky, on relation, etc., 
plaintiffs, vs. William Carnes. Judge, de¬ 
fendant.—Answer. 

The defendant denies that when the 
cose of the Commonwealth against James 
Hargis was called for trial by him in 
March. 1907. he. without giving either 
party an opportunity do answer, stated 
that there was such a stilte of lu>Ylfc&*r 
rsess In Breathitt county that the css* 
should be removed. He says he did ex- 

f iross the belief In substance, after rati¬ 
ng all the cases, and then adjourned 
f^nurt to afford counsel an opportunity to 
confer; and the next morning the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth agreed 
that such a state of lawlessness did ex¬ 
ist, and did by the Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney file a statement to that effect 
That respondent then did ask the attor¬ 
neys to agree If possible on some county 
to which the Hargis case and the com¬ 
panion cases should be transferred. He 
also stated that he was pow’orlee* to 
transfer the case over the objection of 
the defendants unless the statement re¬ 
quired by Section 1.112 of the Kentucky 
Statutes was filed, and this was done. 

He thereupon urged the attorneys to 
agree on a county to which the case 
should be transferred, and adjourned 
court to give time for such conference. 
That after a long delay and a report from 
the attorneys that they were unable to 
agree on any county, he announced that 
he would select the county of Elliott, to 
which so far he had heard no objections 
by either side had been suggested. The 
adjoining counties. In the main, had all 
been mentioned, and objections from one 
side or the other had been urged. 


Failure To Agree. 

That after the Commonw’calth had 
agreed that a change of venue should be 
had, respondent prepared an order to 
that effect, leaving the county blank, 
and after there was a failure to agree on 
the countv he Inserted the name Elliott 
county, and directed the clerk to enter 
such order. 

He rttya that he was then Informed 
for the first time that Elliott county was 
not satisfactory’ to the Commonwealth. 
and was also Informed that no county 
east of Favette would be satisfactory to 
tho Commonwealth, and. in fact, that no 
mountain county W’ould be agreeable to 
the representatives of the State. 

Respondent says that his general In¬ 
formation as to Elliott county was that 
It was composed of a quiet and orderly 
citizenship, that no feuds or factions In 
any way connected with the Breathitt 
troubles existed In said county and that 
the community was composed of law- 
abiding and intelligent people os much 
so as any tn the State of Kentucky, 
oither west or east of Fayette county. 

He said that after directing said order 
of transfer to he entered the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney desired to save an ob- 
lectlon and exception to the order, and 
in entering the order he did add tor 
him such objection and exception. That 
ufter the order applying to all the cases 
had been entered and recorded on the 
order book an assistant of the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney desired himself to en¬ 
ter certain separate orders In substance 
covering the same ridings, nnd he direct¬ 
ed him to enter same, and said as?i«7taiu 
and said Comomn wealth's Attorney did 
prepare and diet enter said order In sub¬ 
stance the same as on this point the or¬ 
der already entered by respondent, and 
said assistant himself copied these or¬ 
ders on the order book with respondent’s 
order fully entered before him. 

i The response then sets out the orders 
put in the record book.) 

Thnt the order prepared bv the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney and Mr. Jouett 
and which was in the handwriting of Mr. 
Jouett, is ns follows: 

“Breathitt Circuit Court. Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, plaintiff, vs. James 
Harris. defendant. 

“Tho Commonwealth's Attorney, hav¬ 
ing filed this day a statement in the 
abovi-stvl.-d case and before any order 
had been entered on same or In this 
case, came nnd moved the court to per¬ 
mit him to withdraw’ said statement, 
which motion the court overruled, to 
which ruling of the court the plaintiff 
objects and excepts." 

Respondent says thnt any suggestions 
In the petition or intimations therein, to 
tho effect thnt he agreed to enter nn or¬ 
der granting an appeal seems to him to 
be a pure afterthought on tho part of 
said Commonwealth’s Attorney and hts 
assistant An appeal was not mentioned 
and lu- did only what he was asked to 
do In his order that is. to save.the ob¬ 
jections and exceptions for the Com¬ 
monwealth. as he supposes, us a basis 
for a motion In Elliott county to remand, 
and he says this is precisely what the 
I -arned Commonwealth’s Attorney and 
his assistant did, and no more, ns is 
shown by the orders which they them¬ 
selves prepared and entered. That re¬ 
spondent’s order was read in open court 
In the preseme of the attorneys for the 
Commonwealth, and some vorhul changes 
were made on the orck*r book, and re¬ 
spondent then signed tHo order book and , 
nsked at same time of Mr. Jouett If that 
was all he w'anteu and was told It was. 
Then Mr. Jouett said he believed he 
would like to spread his order and mo¬ 
tions on the book and respondent per¬ 
mitted it and t'galn signed the order 
book.

Powderly Says Labor's Voice 
Is Fittingly Raised. 


Butler On “Poor Use Made 
of Noble Sentiment.” 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S MEETING. 


New York. April 16.—That intellfc. 
gence, knowledge, and culture, are th* 
things which the universities can con¬ 
tribute to the cause of universal peacn, 
was the consensus of opinion of the 
college presidents who spoke to-night 
at Carnegie Hall at the university 
meeting of the Peace Congress. 

Vice Chancellor Roberts, of Cam¬ 
bridge University, and Pro-vice Chan¬ 
cellor Rhye. of Oxford, were the two 
foreign educators who spoke. Presi¬ 
dent John Finley, of the college of the 
city of New' York, was an American 
representative in place of President 
Eliot, of Harvard, and President James, 
of the University of Illinois, w’ho w'ere 
unable to be present. Dr. Felix Adler 
also spoke. Another largely-attended 
peace meeting was held in Cooper 
Union, represtatlve of organized labor, 
Joseph R. Buchanan, then introduced 
the speakers, who included Terence V. 
Pow’derly. The meeting, which hod for 
its general topic “Organized Labor in 
Relation to the Peace Movement/* was 
enthusiastic. 

• a ♦ 

Labor’s Voice For Peace. 


Mr. Powderly said: 

“It Is fitting that labor's voice should 
be raised for peace. I think labor anil 
capital have provided the way. It was 
not dreamed & few' years ago that labor 
and capital w’ould shake hands. To-day 
we majr meet, clasp hands and be 
friends and this has come through the 
leadership of Samuel Gompers." 

Samuel Gompers said: 

“It takas more courage to-day to en¬ 
gage in the silent, patient sacrifices of 
life than it dries to go into the carnage 
of war. To-day. thank God. tho white 
fins no longer indicates a yellow stresale 
and it requires more courage for a man 
to say ’Peace/ than it does to prate of 
war/* 

The morning session of the congress 
was addressed by a number of promi¬ 
nent women, including Miss Jane Ad* 
dams. Mrs. Ellen Henrotln, Mrs. Lucy 
Ames Mead iind Mrs. Frederick Nathan. 
Letters were read from Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe. William Archer, one of 
Ervgland*8 most famous dramatic crit¬ 
ics, spoke. 

This afternoon there was a young 
people's meeting at Carnegie Hia“, 
while “The commercial and Industrial 
aspects of the peace movement” weno 
discussed at the Hotel Astor. The com*-

Packed To the Doors. 


Carnegie Hall was packed to the doont 
when the evening session opened and 
hundreds w*ho were anxious to gain ad¬ 
mission w'ere turned aw*ay. President 
Nicholas Murray Butler, of Columbia* 
University, presided. He said: 

"The participation of the Institution^; 
of higher learning in this congress wraa 
inevitable. Of all modern institutions^ 
the universities stand first and foremost 
as responsible representatives of tho 
highest Ideals of the people. Their task 
Is, in part by Instruction, in part by* 
research and publication, and ln part 
by example, to manifest the significance 
of civilization, to extend and uplift It, 

"Last night on this platform poor use 
was made of a noble sentiment, Tnfa* 
mous the nation which does not sacri¬ 
fice everything for her moral integrity/ 
said the speaker, and he interpreted 
this as an excuse and foundation for 
expressions ln favor of wanton mili¬ 
tarism. He misinterpreted the real 
feeling of the people for whom he pre¬ 
sumed to speak. It is a full generation 
since the nations of Western Europe 
have stained their hands with war 
against each other. At no time in his¬ 
tory has economical and industrial 
progress been so rapid as during tho 
era of peace. Believe me, the moral 
integrity of a nation is shown not by, 
surrender to militarism, but by stern 
resistance to it. 

“Infamous. Indeed, Is the nation 
which will not sacrifice everything for 
Its moral Integrity; but It will find Its 
moral Integrity Is following the teach¬ 
ings of ethics and the exhortations of 
reason and to these teachings and ex¬ 
hortations the universities give con¬ 
stant and emphatic voice/*

College, Oxford University, the first 
regular speaker of the evening, said: 

“Looking at the question of peace and 
war in lt» bearing on university life,

MOTHERS KNOW COST OF LIFE; 

THE PANGS WHICH PURCHASE IT. 


Julia Ward Howe Says the Noble Army She Saw In a 
Dream Has Now Come Into Being. 


Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, of Boston, 
was unable to attend the Peace Confer¬ 
ence, but sent the folio-win# letter: 

"It is now thirty-seven years since 
the Franco-Prussian contest brought to 
the civilized world a fresh impression 
of the ruin and desolation of war. At 
Us close, for the first time in history 
women in various places were moved to 
moke public protest against the waste 
of human fife on the battle field, lo 
me at that time the remedy for this 

crying evil appeared easily within 

reach. The mothers of men already 

knew the cost of human fife, the pages 
which purchase It, the unremitting 

cares and anxiety of motherhood—they 
would only have to unite their voices, 
crying: ‘Justice shall rule mankind- 
justice administered by wtee councils, 
not by armies.* 

"Deeply penetrated with this persua¬ 
sion. I published an ‘appeal to woman¬ 
hood throughout the world,’ and cross¬ 
ed the ocean to add what personal 
weight I could to my daring message. 
Here and there, a sisterly voice re¬ 
ponded to my appeal, but the greater 
number said: ‘We have neither time 
nor money that we can call our own. 
We cannot travel, we cannot meet to¬ 
gether.’ And so my Intended peace 
congress of women melted away like a 
dream, and my final meeting, held in 
the world’s great metropolis, did not 
promise to lead to any important result. 

"What has made the difference be¬ 


tween that time and this? New things, 
so far as we women are concerned is: 
The higher education now conceded to 
them and the discipline of associated 
action, with which later years have 
made them familiar. ‘Who shall say 
how great an element of progress has 
existed in this last clause? Who shall 
say what fretting of personal ambition 
has become merged in the higher ideal 
of service to the State and to the 
world? The nobte army of women 
which I saw as in a dream, and to which 
* I made my appeal, has now come into 
I being. On the wide field where the 
| w orld's great citizens bend together to 
j uphold the highest interests of society*, 
women of the same type employ their 
graces to same ends. Oh. happy 
change—oh, glorious metamorphosis. 
In less than half a century the con¬ 
science of mankind has made its great¬ 
est stride toward the control of human 
affairs. The women’s colleges and the 
women’s influence have had everything 
to do with the great advance which we 
see in the moral efficiency of our sex. 
These two agencies have been derided 
and decried, but they have done their 
work. 

"If a word of elderly counsel may be¬ 
come me at this moment, let me say 
to the women here assembled—Do not 
let us go back from what we have 
gained. Let us. on the contrary, press 
ever forward in the light of the new 
knowledge of the new experience. If 
we have rocked the cradle. If we have 
soothed the slumbers of mankind, let 
us be on hand at their great awaken¬ 
ing to make steadfast the peace of the 
world."

America and the British Empire would 
go a long ways to fortify the reign 
of peace over the^rest of the world. 

Intellectual Support. 

Following Dr. Rhys’ address the Rev. 
E. S. Roberts, vice chancellor of Cam¬ 
bridge University, spoke. Dr. Felix 
Adler, head of the New York Society 
for Ethical Culture, spoke next. Presi¬ 
dent Butler said, in introducing him. 
that he had the pleasure of announcing 
for the first time that Dr. Adler had 
been appointed by Theodore Roosevelt 
professor in the University of Berlin 
for the years 1908 and 1909. 

The duty of every university and ev¬ 
ery university man, Dr. Adler said, was 
to furnish intellectual support to the 
world’s deep abiding ftilth In the great 
cause of peace. The university man, 
he said, was under bonds to stand for 
tfober second thought in times of great 
gene ml excitement. They w’ere the 
men who were trained to be the bar¬ 
riers which would prevent public ex¬ 
citement from overwhelming the land. 

"We hear of public sentiment and 
•public opinion/ ** he said. "I am sat¬ 
isfied with neither of them. What we 
must have and what the university 
man must stand for is public reason.” 

Prof. John Finley, of the College of 
the City of New' York, said that he only 
wished to ask one question: Is war 
needed In the curriculum of nations? 
His conclusion was that It wras not 
needed, and that It was the one thing, 
more than any other that kept back 
the advance of civilization. 

President Finley was followed by 
Miss Jane Addams, of Hull House, Chi¬ 
cago. It was Ignorance, said Miss Ad¬ 
dams, which originally caused war, and 
it was in the spread of knowledge and 
|he acquaintance between countries 
that w'ould in the end cause war to 
cease forever. There was growing, 
said the speaker, a sturdy International 
feeling, which was every day decreas¬ 
ing the chances of war In the future. 


Edwin C. Mead, of Boston, director 
of the Old South Historical work, fol¬ 
lowed.

Five thousand young people respond¬ 
ed to the invitation to a "Young Peo¬ 
ple’s meeting" at Carnegie Hal! this 
afternoon. 

Dr. N. C. Schaefer, State Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction of Penn¬ 
sylvania, spoke on "Teaching Peace 
Ideals." Dr. J. J. Walsh, of St. John's 
College, discussed "The Struggle for 
Life and Peace.” Prof. Henry T. 
Bailey, agent of the State Board of Ed¬ 
ucation for the Promotion of Indus¬ 
trial Drawing of Massachusetts, spoke 
on "The Peace Movement and the Arts.” 
Baron d'Estournelles de Constant ad¬ 
vised the young people to learn to 
speak foreign languages In order to 
prevent misunderstandings with the 
people of other countries which arising 
from ignorance, he said, lead to war 
and catastrophe. His own ability to 
speak English, he declared, had enabled 
him to understand the American fam¬ 
ily, about which nothing was known in 
Europe. 

The Baron told among other things 
of his acquaintance with the family 
of President Roosevelt, and said that 
from his visit to the White House he 
discovered that the President’s children 
were like the good children of any oth¬ 
er country; not very serious, but play¬ 
ing tricks upon the Baron like his own 
children. They pretended to offer him 
candy In boxes which he found empty, 
put their guinea pigs in his pockets 
and had much fun, but altogether, he 
said, he found them good children, 
loving their parents and each other. 
Some of them, he was pleased to note 
oould speak French.

City of MexU», April 16 —Heavy 
earthquake shocks continued on the 
west coast until 4 o’clock this morning. 
Late news from the area of greatest 
destruction in the recent earthquake 
shows thait the devastation wrought 
was greater than at first supposed. 
Besides the destruction of the cities of 
Chllpancingo and Chilapa, it Is now re¬ 
ported that the city of Ttxtla. between 
the two cities above named and con¬ 
taining about the same population as 
Chllpancingo was also levelled to the 
ground, and messengers from the coast 
who have reached Chllpancingo say 
that the towns of Ayutla and Ometepec 
have been wiped off the map. 

Ayutla la about fifty miles south of 
Chllpancingo in the State of Guerrero 
and some twenty miles west of the port 
of Acapulco. Irt is one of the most 
historic towna in the republic, for it 
was here that the "Plan of Ayutla" 
was conceived which caused the revo¬ 
lution which finally made Mexico a 
real republic and developed the talents 
of a young officer named Porflrio Diaz, 
destined later to be one of the grea.eat 
men in the country. The population 
of Ayutla is small and it la thought 
that the loss of life at this place will 
be imiignifleant. 

Ometepec is further south near the 
boundary’ line of the States of Guerrero 
and Oaxaca. It is a town of about 
4,000 Inhabitants, and it Is feared that 
the loss of life here may be heavier 
than at Ayutla.

submerged from the great waves which 
dashed over the breakwaters. Al¬ 
though no breath of wind was stirring 
on the night of the first shock when 
the earth began to tremble, the sea was 
lashed into a fury, and as the shocks 
continued the harbor took on the ap¬ 
pearance of a typhoon-swept ocean. 
Just how much of the port has been 
submerged is not known. A message 
from there says that the houses os 
far as the church are under water, 
but as there are numerous churches In 
the place, the extent of the inundation 
oould not be learned from this vague 
message. A number of the ships were 
in the harbor when the first shock 
came, but these put out to sea. and 
it is said none of them suffered to any 
extent. 

Communication by rail to the port of 
Vera Crus is entirely cut off owing to 
a sinking of a large area of track on 
both the Mexican and Inter-Oceanic 
railroads. 

Reports from nearly all of the large 
cities In the southern part of the re¬ 
public have now been received, and, al¬ 
though many of these places felt the 
shock severely, no loss of life has been 
reported, and the property loss is in- 
signficant. 

In this city the telephone system 
which whs partly crippled is now In 
complete working order. News Is yet 
anxiously awaited from the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, where It is feared the 
shock may have wrought much dam¬ 
age.

TTapa. a town eighty miles weaft of 
Chllpancingo and near the border line 
of tho State Oaxaca, is also reported to 
have been wiped out. The report frc*m 
Chllpancingo says that the whole of the 
west coast from Acapulco south, to 
Salina Cruz, the Pacific terminal of the 
Tehuantepec National Railway, Mexi¬ 
co’s new' trans-continental road which 
was opened with elaborate ceremonies 
last January by President Diaz, has 
been badly damaged. 

Owning to the remoteness of these 
points and to the fact that wire and 
rail communication Is very poor, new's 
from the stricken district to this capi¬ 
tal comes very slowly. But one wire 
Is working to Chllpancingo and that 
rather spasmodically. The telegraph 
office is accepting messages to thi» 
point only on the condition that they 
will be sent subject to delay. Thou¬ 
sands of messages are now on hand 
at the main office of the Federal tele¬ 
graph and it is said that commercial 
business is forty-eight hours behind 
time. 

Through the courtesy of the officers 
of the Federal Telegraph Company, the 
Associated Press was given the wire 
to-day at noon, while it was working 
through to Chllpancingo. The viuestion 
as to the number of casualties was put 
to the operator, buit he declared that 
up to the time he knew nothing beyond 
the fact that he had seen about a 
dozen dead bodies and knew of some 
thirty wounded.

COLD AND CLOUDY. 


DROP OF TEN DEGREES EXPECT¬ 
ED FOR TO-DAY. 


Weather Man Unable To Hold Out 
Much In Way of Hope For the 
Next Several Days. 


Up to 4 o’clock this morning the 
shocks continued with more or less 
severity in the vicinity of Chllpancingo, 
completing the work of destruction ar.d 
destroying many of the most Impor¬ 
tant public buildings of the city. The 
new* municipal palace, which was erect¬ 
ed In place of its predecessor which 
w’as leveled by an earthquake four 
years ago, was almost destroyed by 
these last shocks. The hospitals, schools 
and the Jail are in ruins. The prisoners 
from the jail were placed under guard 
by the j-urales. and are no<v Incar¬ 
cerated in a barracks buildings which 
is yet standing. The sick were removed 
from the hospitals in safety and are 
now being cared for In a temporary 
•structure erected out In the open coun¬ 
try. Troops are guarding the ruins, and 
military engineers are Inspecting suih 
buildings as ore standing with a view 
of reporting as to whether they shall 
be razed or reinforced. 

Up to this time the total number of 
deaths reported is thirty-eight and the 
wounded ninety-three, but in view of 
later reports, which tend to greatly 
magnify the extent of the catastrophe. 
It is thought these figures will full far 
short of the real number of fatalities. 
These, it is feared, will never be ac¬ 
curately known as many of the dead 
are of the poorer classes living In 
small settlements.

Instance of Recklessness. 


TO DATE. 


Attorney’ Carroll began his address 
to the court at 11:30 o'clock and con¬ 
cluded at 1 o’clock, w r hen court ad¬ 
journed until to-morrow morning at 11 
o’clock, at which time argument In the 
case will be resumed. The attorney for 
the contestees began by discussing the 
one point in the decision of the Chan¬ 
cellors below from which the contestees 
dissent, that the contestants have no 
right to prosecute an action the only re¬ 
lief sought In which is to have the 
election declared void: that before such 
a question can be raised the defeuted 
candidates must have in their petition 
made out a prlma facie case showing 
title to the offices in controversy. The 
Chancellors held on this point that the 
contestants could maintain such an ac¬ 
tion. In discussing Um? point the attor. 
ney said: • 

Did these contestants have the right to 
bring a suit, tho sole purpose of which 
was to set aside an election on the ground 
of fraud, bribery, intimidation or vio¬ 
lence? Our view is that no such right 
exists: that unless the contestant show* 
title, unless he presents a puma facia 
case, he hits no standing in court: that 
In the absence of a showing on thi face 
of his petition wliitch If proved would en¬ 
title him to the office, he has no more 
interest in the matter than any other 
citizen and cannot maintain an action a* 
representing the whole constituency. It 
would seem that the language of the 
statute sustains this proposition. 

The statute ©ays that In case lit ghaH 
appear proper, after an Inspection of the 
whole record, the court Itself may set 
aside the entire election. From an in¬ 
spection of what record? Necessarily it 
means the record In a contest Instituted 
by a candidate who was defeated, accord¬ 
ing to the face of the returns, against his 
apparently successful opponent to recuvur 
title to the office in controversy. The 
©tatute, by Its very letter, shows that the 
court only has power to sot aside an elec¬ 
tion for the causes mentioned when It 1? 
impossible to tell from the record in a 
rontes’t case who has been elected. \Vhur 
Is first necessary In order that there be 
a contest In court? Whan Is the first 
positive requirement before there can l>e 
u. record for the court to Inspect? There 
must be a petition filed which states o 
prlma facie case in favor of the plaintiff 
against the defendant; which shows title 
to tho office hi the plaintiff; a petition 
which will stand the test of a demurrer 
Unleas it comes up to these requirement? 
there U» no legal oontest: there can be n<? 
record made, from an Inspection of which 
the court may set aside the whole elec¬ 
tion.

Proper Plan cf Procedure. 


Another instance of the utter reckloss- 
of the ciiarges which they make l » 
contained In the allegation of their poli- 
Uoms wtU» reference to W. J. Beiivonin, 
Clerk of the Jefferson County Court, woo, 
contestants contend. w r as one of the chief 
conspirators.

Holm's view of the law. wtgch coincided 
with that of Mr. Senrcmin’s attorney, 
tltems contestants bitterly assail hAin for 
acting as ht- did In the matter. It seems 
to tis that tire comment with reference to 
this charge is entirely superfluous The 
depositions of practically all of the officers 
of the city and county, ami the cvndldatts 
for office, and the members of the Cam- 
pnlgn Committee, and many of their su* 
Lord 1 nates in th«* inanaKemen*. of the cam. 
palgn. have been taken, and each and 
every man has denied under oath that tv 
ever heard of or had any connection what¬ 
ever with any conspiracy of any sort or 
character a>t any time, or in any place. 
In fact, it may be confidently asserted 
that there is not a line of testimony 
which connects a single one of the con¬ 
testees with any conspiracy of any sort, 
or with any of the wrongs which are al¬ 
leged to have been perpetrated in the elec¬ 
tion. This branch of the case has been 
fully tried by the Chancellbrs in their 
opinion, and they find, tisi a matter of 
fact, that the charge of conspiracy mas 
been-wholly unsustnlned. 

Continuing Attorney Carroll spoke as 

follow*: , 

We have already attempted to show 
that no cause of action has been stated 
by contestants to vindicate any private 
right In their behalf, and that, even if 
they had a right to sue alone to redress 
a public wrong, their allegations and 
proof are insufficient to show that the 
alleged wrongs affected the result of the 
election.

Discussing tho proper plan of procedure 
to set aside or nullify an election tor 
fraud, or any reason, the attorney said: 

The remedy Is ample and complete, not 
only under the common law, but und^T 
the provisions of the Civil Code of Prac¬ 
tice. The same Inherent power possessod 
by tho courts to adjudge that there has 
been no election Is vested In the Com¬ 
monwealth so far as the Institution of a 
proceeding to set ashle nn election is con¬ 
cerned. The tliUe to all offices is primarily 
In the State. The Commonwealth in Its 
sovereign capacity is more interested in 
seeing and kmvwlng that every part of 
its governmental authority 1* exercised by 
persons to have been legally selected to 
fill such portions than is any private cit¬ 
izen. It Is of the highest concern to the 
Bunte that no part of the functions cf 
government be exercised by those who arc 
not lawfully chosen, and the State hns 
the inherent power and right to prevent 
the usurpation of any office or franchise 
and foil authority to institute and carry 
on proceeding to oust an iistrrper from 
office or U» nuHlfy an election if there 
has been such fraud, intimidation, vio¬ 
lence or bribery as would make it im- 
poralble to say who had been elected. 

The speaker next took up for discus¬ 
sion the charge of the contestants that 
six thousand repeaters voted in Louis¬ 
ville at the election in contest, which 
charge, upon their being required to 
make their petition more specific, w’as 
reduced to 3.900 names, and, when they 
came to take proof, was further re¬ 
duced to 251 Illegal voters. He urged 
that the evidence should be limited to 
the grounds of the contest, and that 
contestants should not have been al¬ 
lowed to go beyond that limit as was 
done. He pointed out the statutory re¬ 
quirement that contestant must in hl9 
petition state the grounds relied upon, 
and no other grounds shall thereafter 
be relied on. Discussing this point Mr. 
Carroll said:

Amended Petition Filed. 


We have endeavored to show from the 
Kentucky authorities that in every hotly 
contested election there is always more 
or less irregular!tic?* or fraud in the 
conduct thereof, and that the miscon¬ 
duct of the election officers should not 
be given any weight in a contest suit 
unless it be further shown cither tnat 
the result was thereby affected or that 
the contestees were parties to such 
wrongs. , , , 

Political parlies are essential in all 
modern governments. They have for 
their purpose the administration of the 
government, and of the powers which 
may have been delegated to Its officers, 
according to the policies of each partic¬ 
ular party. 8uch combinations are 
lawful and essential in all governments 
controlled by the will of the people. In 
that respect they are like church organ¬ 
izations. Each church has its own tenets 
and forms of Internal government. 

Tho attorney here quoted from 'the 
opinions of this and other States as to 
the fraud necessary to be perpetrated 
to void an election by the people. He 
quoted from the recent decision of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals In the case 
of Motley agalnet Wilson, reported in 
Twenty-sixth Kentucky Reports, page 
1.014. In which It was declared that 
"fraud is not presumed; it must be 
proved, and to set aside an election it 
must be affirmatively shown not only 
that there was fraud, but that It affect¬ 
ed the result to such an extent that It 
cannot be determined who was elected." 
He urged that the burden, of alleging 
nnd proving facts sufficient to justify 
the relief asked ‘tests on thd contest¬ 
ants. While on the subject of fraud, 
the attorney went into the matter of 
the precincts rejected by the Chancel¬ 
lors in reaching their conclusion In the 
lower court. He pointed out that every 
Democratic candidate was elected to 
the satisfaction of the Circuit Judges 
who considered the«e precincts, and 
that the result wits in no wise affected 
by them. Discussing the action of the 
Judges below, Attorney Carroll said:

The appellants, in compliance with the 
motion to make their petition* more spe¬

Exceptions were filed to this 
evidence and w’ere sustained by the Chan¬ 
cellor*. who held that the contestants 
wore limited to the grounds ***: forth In 
the-rr petition, and we submit dhat this 
ruling was eminently correct 

The statute say* that the contestant, 
within n specified time, shall file hi* peti¬ 
tion. and shall therein "state the grounds 
of the contest relied on. and no otrmr 
ground* shall thereafter he relied upon: 
t-hnt the contested shall, within a speci¬ 
fied time, file hi* answer, which may con¬ 
sist of n general den'al of the averment* 
of. the petition, and may also set up 
ground* of contest sgalnr: th*» contestant, 
and IT grounds are so set up. "they shall 
be especially pointed out. and none other 
ah* II therenfterward relied upon by 
*Bd party." This limited time and modi 
of procedure is mandatory. 

Attorney Carroll then dwelt at wm* 
length upon the charge of conspiracy 
made by the contestants in their peti¬ 
tion that the election be declared void.

From a Fusionist Witness. 


Just w’ho is to pay for the light, heat 
and janitor service in the main building 
of the Courthouse is a subject of grave 
doubt and one which the Ipcal courts may 
be called upon to decide and the Legis¬ 
lature will doubtless have finally to de¬ 
termine. Heretofore this expenditure, 
amounting to about $5,000 a year, has 
been borne by the County Jailer out of 
the fees of his office, but on account of 
the recent decision of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals in the case of J. H. Mitchell, the 
Jailer of Henry county, against that 
county. Jailer John R. Pflanz yesterday 
gave the Fiscal Court notice that ho 
would have to discontinue this service 
unless the official occupants of the build¬ 
ing made some arrangement to reimburse 
him. 

This entails not only cutting off tho 
heat and light, bu^ the removal of four 
of the janitors now In the Bervlce of tho 
Jailer in his capacity as custodian of 
the Courthouse. Heretofore the Fiscal 
Court has been paying the Jailer for 
this service. 

The Court of Appeals* decision, of 
which tho Fiscal Court was advised yes¬ 
terday by Robert L. Page. Assistant 
County Attorney, Is to the effect thut it 
has no power to pay the Jailer for fur¬ 
nishing this service. Under another de¬ 
cision delivered by the Court of Appeals 
In 1897 Mr. Pflanz says that It Is clear 
that the occupants f>f the offices must 
stand the COSL He points out that the 
fees of his office do not justify such on 
expenditure. 

Annex Not Affocted. 


According to Mr. Pflanz’s view* of tho 
situation, the Court of Appeals decision 
does not affect the Courthouse annex, 
where the court rooms are lo^atod. His 
attendance fees and fees for lighting 
court rooms net him a revenue which he 
feels should be expended on the service, 
and he must now refuse the office section 
of the Courthouse because It Is non- 
remunerntlve to him. 

Mr. Page Is In doubt as to this posi¬ 
tion and proposes to make a further In¬ 
vestigation or the law*. Mr. Page or tho 
County Attorney himself will advise Mr.

Paducah, Ky.. April 16.—[Special.]— 
Because he is declared to have Interfer¬ 
ed In the sale of the property of E. Reh- 
kopf, bankrupt, Gus Singleton, former¬ 
ly City Marshal and a prominent Dem¬ 
ocrat worker, was cited for alleged con¬ 
tempt In Federal Court and will have 
to appear before Judge Evans In Lou¬ 
isville. 

Much feeling was stirred up over the 
Rehkopf case. When the E. Rehkopf 
Saddlery Company went into bankrupt¬ 
cy, creditors attached property pledged 
to the American-German National 
Bank as collateral for money owed by 
the concern. Then the bank and B. 
Rehkopf fell out, and while the bank 
Instituted proceedings to throw Reh¬ 
kopf, who personally endorsed oil the 
saddlery company papers held by the 
bank, into tiankruprcy, Rehkopf 
charged the bank with exacting usury 
and several suits have been entered by 
the trustee against the bank. 

When the sale of Rehkopf’s individual 
property was made, his daughter made 
a speech asking that she be allowed 
to buy in the home place at a reason¬ 
able price, as her father and mother 
were both on their death beds and she 
wished them to die In the home whore 
they had lived. When she commenced 
bidding, attorneys for the bank bid 
again** her. Thereupon it is claimed 
Gus Singleton arose and denounced the 
bank and Its attorneys and offered to 
start a fund to purchase the home. 

W. F. Bradshaw, Jr., representing the 
bank, remonstrated with Mr. Singleton 
and the latter repeated his words. A 
personal encounter, It is claimed, was 
only prevented by bystanders. Single- 
ton’s conduct was reported to the court, 
and he was cited for alleged contempt. 

THIRTEEN CONVICTIONS. 


After Eleven Days’ Term of Court 
In McCracken.

Judge Evans Conducts Federal Court

Ky., April 16.—Federal 
Judge Evans, of Louisville, rushed busi¬ 
ness from start to finish yesterday after 
convening the regular April term, civil 
and criminal. The dockets were short 
and few coses of importance tried. 
Bootleggers from Graves, Marshall, 
Fulton. Ballard and Calloway counties 
consumed the greatest portion of the 
day. Following are the convictions: 
Henry Elliott. Illicit whisky selling, 
thirty days in Jail and fine of $100; 
Albert Gary, detaining a letter, $100 
fine on pleading guilty; Gay Walker, 
fourteen years old, for shooting Into a 
mall box near Benton, pleaded guilty 
and because of tender age and widowed 
mother, fined $25.

HANGED TO TREE. 


NEGRO LYNCHED BY PARTY OF 
MASKED MEN. 


Deputies Who Had Arrested Him 
Said To Have Made No 
Resistance.

Kola, La.. April 16.—The sequel of the 
shooting of five white men and two ne¬ 
groes at Bunkie, La., last Sunday was 
the lynching of the negTo. Charlie 
Strauss, near here to-day. A party of 
masked men took him away from the 
deputies w’ho had arrested him,and It Is 
said that the deputies offered no resist¬ 
ance. The negro was taken Into the 
w’oods about 1 o'clock this morning and 
hanged to a tree, after which many 
shots w'ere fired Into his body. He made 
no statement about the attempted as¬ 
sault with which he was charged. The 
Coroner took charge of the body at day¬ 
light. 

This was the second attempt in two 
days to lynch Strauss, the first one on 
Sunday night having resulted In the 
serious wounding of five white men. 
Strauss had been token from the Bun¬ 
kie Jail and escaped during almost to¬ 
tal darkness while his captors were 
shooting promiscuously. It was also 
alleged that negroes fired Into the 
lynching Y>arty. The race feeling thus 
stirred up was made worse by the fact 
that previous to the attempted lynching 
two negroes had been shot at Bunkie 
while quarreling with members of their 
own race.

Into Ohio the puissant President 
will instantly dispatch Mr. Taft to do 
battle with the Foraker! tes and punc¬ 
ture the pneumatii- tires of the $5,000,- 
000 conspiracy that goes skidding along 
the political boulevard. Perish Alaska! 
Perish likewise the Philippines, Guam. 
Samoa and Hawaii! What are they 
ho Ohio? 

Of course. It Is gratifying to all pa¬ 
triotic cltIsons of our great and glo¬ 
rious land of the free and home of the 
brave to hear of the sudden turn for 
the better In the affairs of Alaska, the 
Philippines, Guam, Samoa, and Hawaii. 
There was more or less anxiety In our 
minds when the rumors got out that 
Secretary Taft’s presence was Impera¬ 
tively demanded.

A Good-Bye To Rome. 

The distance between Rome and 
Paris is more than a thousand miles, 
but we covered It at a bound, taking 
the train-de-luxe of the Mont Cents 
route, via Genoa and Turin, through 
the Savoy Alps, and down by Cam- 
bery. skirting Lyons and Macon, and 
on past Dijon to our destination. The 
Journey Is made In thirty hours. The 
Combine had intended to take a zig¬ 
zag excursion by way of Verona and 
Insbruck. across the Tyrol and thence 
by Munich to Berlin; but the German 
weather reports dissuaded us, and, 
wisely as the sequel proved, we came 
through direct, to find floods of spring 
sunshine, the gay French capital gayer 
than ever. 

The break was sudden, the contrast 
inevitable. Rome is not Paris and 
Jraris Is not Rome; though there are 
beginning to be some superficial points 
of likeness incidental to the steady 
growth and rising prosperity of Rome. 
Of these there can be no doubt. Yet, 
Rome Is a little city, as cities go, hard¬ 
ly exceeding half a million of popula¬ 
tion. and, in its familiar walks and 
ways no* greatly differing from its 
sister. hum-drum communities of 
Christendom. 

As a matter of fact, however, there 
ore two Romes/ There is\he Rome of 
Italia Irredenta; the Rome of Com¬ 
merce and the Quirlnal; a modem af¬ 
fair of marble and stucco, steel and 
mortar; now and again reminding one 
of a half-completed suburb of Paris; 
That is of Auteull and Passy; and then, 
there Is the Rome of Antiquity and the 
Vatican; solemn, silent, stately: ap¬ 
pealing to the mind and the heart, Im¬ 
pressive to the eye; multitudinous in 
its suggestions, grandiose In Its nomen¬ 
clature; the Forum, the Colllseum, the 
Pantheon, the Castle of St. Angelo, the 
Wondrous Cathedral and the Tomb 
under the Dome of St. Peter; out from 
whose dim recesses a train of people 
and events, moving slow and shadow- 
like, seem to be constantly passing 
from the world thajt was to the world 
that is; to be marching in very mock¬ 
ery, as if to exclaim with a single but 
a resounding voice. "Vae Vic tie!" 

Yea, woe to the conquered, now as 
ever! Woe to the strong who lord it 
over the weak; woe to man-worship, 
and woe to the mob, as witness Corlo- 
lanus and the first and the last of the 
Caesars; witness the motley retinue of 
heroes, imposters and self-styled demi¬ 
gods from Tarquln to Rienzl; and, 
musing among the ruins, read the dread 
recital In yet enduring stone and 
bronze, as you pass from the debris of 
empire on the Capitollne Hill, down 
through the triumphal archway to the 
waters of the Tiber, whence Mother 
Lupa rescued the sons of Vestal and 
Mars, where Horatlus held the bridge, 
and all to fabricate History and to lay 
the foundations of / Romance and 
Poetry, but not to mark many differ¬ 
ences in human nature, nor to make 
man stronger in arts of rulership, espe¬ 
cially. In the art of ruling himself. 

It is all here, the proof, plenty of It, 
and more to come, for they are digging 
away from year to year, anon reveal¬ 
ing the lost, or the forgotten. There is 
nothing of the equlvcai, or the mere¬ 
tricious, either. Every fragment is real, 
basic truth In beds of living rock, il¬ 
lustrating the rise and fall, and then 
the renaissance, of the Eternal City. 

I sometimes wonder whether men 
grow w iser as they grow older, and, as 
to aggregations of men, of what te¬ 
st raining power may be the lessons of 
the ages a* embodied by the Histories 
of Oreece and Rome? The florid orators 
Jn England and France, and later In 
America, were wont to cite this pre¬ 
cedent and that example, sometimes to 
quote whole passages of ancient 
lore. In support of this, that or the 
other contention; but to what effect ex¬ 
cept to enrich their rhetoric and dis¬ 
play their learning? Human nature, 
we are told, remains ever the some; 
but human conduct is directed, human 
character is shaped, by environment, 
and the activities of the world are the 
offsprings of condition. 

In Shakespeare’s drama of "Julius 
Caesar” we encounter much that seams 
so familiar that it might be mod»m; 
the demagogy of Antony, the heroic* 
of Brutus, the fickleness of the mcb. 
The primitive pallors, love, hntf\ am¬ 
bition, greed, are, to professional pen¬ 
men. at learn, always on tap, kept in 
a kind of literary oold-atorage; hint in 
actual Mfe they are generally trimmed 
to fit some current exigency. 

Roman history, as I read It. its men. 
urm n t*. as I survey them, make hut a 
tortuous procession of brutality and 
wrong, irradiated here and there ty 
a few illustrations, and a very few. 
of heroism and devotion. The an¬ 
cient Roman was quite as much a 
barbarian as the later Goth or Vandal. 
As Rome Increased In woaJth atnJ 
splendor, the contributions of oony.ie««. 
and pillage raising cast distinction* and 
making a merit of ambition, substitute! 
for the crude patriotism of the warrior, 
the self-Indulgence of the Sybarite. 

The remain* of the age of luxury are 
more imposing than those that m«rk 
the age of the heroic. So much of the 
lesson of the past as relate* to mor¬ 
als, individual and collective, applies 


to the present. The foibles, the vices 
satirized by Horace, have still Lheir 
existence in the centers of the world's 
movement. But a Caligula, a Nero, is 
politically impossible. Even in Russia, 
least advanced among the Nations, 
means are found to remove a despot 
on occasion, and to terrorize, if not 
to subdue, the fatuous, blind wleked- 
ncss^ and folly of a ruling class. bent 
upon going over a precipice of its ow n 
making. 

Recurring to our own country amid 
these scenes, I thank God that more 
and more is the law of force yielding to 
the law of public opinion. “You can¬ 
not fool all the people all the time,” 
Said Lincoln. The worst tha«t acorns to 
be in store for a people grown too 
feeble, or too rich, to look sharply after 
their public men, is a Diaz; though this 
Is not to say that a union of the dump 
of aler^ politicians who rule the roost 
In our American Senate, with the 
Speaker of the House and his Commit¬ 
tee on Rules, abolishing the representa¬ 
tive character of the popular branch of 
Congress, and relegating Its legislative 
function to a chosen few\ might not, 
when led by a determined President, 
practically destroy the character of our 
Government and set at naught its lib¬ 
eral Institutions. The concurrence, how¬ 
ever. is likely to bo rare. Nor, under 
our system of universal suffrage, could 
■uch a Combine hope for long Immunity 
in ill-doing. 

Thus far we have weathered the dan¬ 
gers which led to the decline and final 
shipwreck of Rome. We are still upon 
the ascending seal© of National devel¬ 
opment. Party tenure yet rests upon 
an intelligent and successful govern¬ 
ment of the country- Tho voters do 
not seem to agree precisely Just what 
they want, but they know wry well 
what they do not. want. Hence the vac¬ 
illation. The late discussion of the 
relation between the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and the States, precipitated 
by the Administration, was in every 
way salutary* It Is good once In a 
while to hove the public attention re¬ 
called to the circumstance that we live 
under a written Constitution. This Con¬ 
stitution mny be wise or otherwise, but 
It is the law of the land. There exists a 
Court to maintain it. The party In pow- 
er, sometimes in the Congress and 
sometimes in the Executive, has always 
shown a tendency to disregard its re¬ 
striction* when its Interest, or its tem¬ 
per, has got the upper hand, and too 
often the people, through indifference, 
or under pressure of some prevailing 
mood, or clamor, have supported the 
politicians In these evil pro pens! ties. 
But. in the long run, the law* prevails. 

Theodore Rqosevelt Is doing a good 
part by th© people in breaking the 
oath-bound compact between corrupt 
portylsm and High Finance, which has 
become but another name for corrup¬ 
tion. His methods may be demurrable. 
But the end had to come, and better 
through the agency of the Republican 
President than through agrarian agita¬ 
tion, and the old, familiar monster 
without a head. 

I see that the New York Sun takes 
me to task for the expression of a bit 
of harmless patriotism. The Sun Is 
much too critical. Why should sa good 
an American tweak the beak of a fel- 
tow-lbitf-of-possage for spreading his 
wings In a foreign land? I said that if 
some American* could come over here 
and travel a Mck or two—or words to 
this effect—dhey could go home better 
content with their own country, and 
the Sun says: “What Mr. W&tterson 
would think of ’our own Government’ 
if he should come back to Louisville 
about this time is, of course, another 
matter. He is still In Spain, however, 
and there we leave him bewailing the 
onelavernem and degradation of th* 
people, while in his home town on the 
Ohio river union laborers are busily 
engaged In besutlng, maiming and oth¬ 
erwise persecuting nonunion laborers 
for daring to assert the freedom prem¬ 
ised them by the Oonatltution of the 
United States.” 

My answer to this is that th© people 
of Louisville settled the dispute In 
question quickly and without any great 
hurt to anybody and In a maneer to 
satisfy all parties; that Louisville is 
the most enlightened and progressive 
city In the United States, as well as 
the most beautiful and hospitable; and 
that. If the editor of the Sun will pay 
It the honor of a visit, he will find ro»ny 
things there which will make him 
proud of hla country. Meantime I aver, 
and I repeat the a varment, that the more 
I see of foreign peoples, the better I 
think of my own; the longer I con¬ 
template the rock-heaps of antiquity, 
the more hopeful I am of the rising 
grandeur of America. I do not ap¬ 
prove the “big stick” in any man’s 
hand*; but I do not seriously fear It. 

I should like less of the “gray wolf’ at 
Washington, and a wider diffusion of 
the spirit of fair-play with reaped to 
our outlying territorial possessions. 
The Protective Tariff system has done 
Its beat and tts worst. The next time 
the people tackle it they will bring It 
down to an equitable revenue basis, 
for they will have at once more up¬ 
right and more enlightened leadership 
than they htid when the Democrats, 
having swept the countrymen a struJ?ht 
tariff-for-revrnue-only pledge, made 
such havoc with their opportunity. 

In Paris, as In Rome. America is at 
an unyielding discount. Bverywh ere 
Europe 1* seeking to revenge Itself up n 
our wail-hou nd eoonrxny ard our com¬ 
mercial restriction. The only friends 
we have over here are Uio^e th»t warm 
to the dollar mark. Of Governmental 
sympathy there is none; nor ever will 
ne whilst we remain a Dmnracy a«ul 
retain our national cha. We 

may hold peace congresses till the cows 
come home, but the Diplomacy which 
speak* loudest and reaches farthest 
delivers its oracle* through cannon’s 
rnouth, and the question which should 
occupy the & rc/no^t place in the minis 
of thoughtful Americans—since that 
»ort of Diplomacy is iiievi'UbU. avay 


be put In a single sentence; how shall 
we reconcile this with the principles 
that underlie our political confers on of 
faith and how adjust them to th- poise 
and balance of powers in dispensable to 
the fulfillmend of the plan of Constitu¬ 
tional Government aa it was devised 
by tty* Fathers of the Republic?

The Five-Cent Theater and Others. 

The Chicago Tribune finds fault with 
the five-cent theater upon the ground 
that, while It Is unquestionably a great 
educator of youth, it does not offer the 
sort of education thad boys and g1rl3 
need. The ’’show's” are sensational and 
exert an influence similar to that ex¬ 
erted by cheap fiction. Equally inter¬ 
esting and more improving plays could 
be given with equal profit to purveyors 
ar»d greater profit to patrons. 

The criticism is sound enough, hut 
while cheap and objectionable plays 
are presented for grown person* and 
received with acclaim, of what uae is 
the highly moral advice we are ac¬ 
customed to give to the boys and girls, 
and of what practical ultimate profit 
is it to protect (them temporarily from 
influences by which their tastes are to 
be eventually corrupted? 

Melodrama Is moral. Virtue in melo¬ 
drama always triumphs. Villain* in 
real life sometimes escape punishment 
in this world and leave u* tho poor 
consolaitlon of tho belief that a peppery 
welcome awaits them in the next world. 
Heroines In real life often go un wedded 
to the grave, although deserving every¬ 
thing in the way of happiness a* a re¬ 
ward of merit. In melodrama heroines 
always marry happily and villains are 
foiled without exception. Happily mel¬ 
odrama is popular. Tragedy Ik uplift¬ 
ing, but It is rarely well presented 
and Is not widely popular. The syllo¬ 
gistic or ”problein” play, ending more 
or lees dismally, the degree of dismal - 
ness Varying from a separation to a 
suicide, usually teaches a moral k s- 
sun. In other words it elaborates the 
scriptural text, “The Wages of Sin is 
Death”—which by the way is hardly 
Improved upon by elaboration—but fre¬ 
quently the moral lesson is subordinat¬ 
ed to an Immoral popular exhibition. 
Comedy, high or low*, with or without 
music, is hurtnless and helpful if clean. 
Laughter 1* an excellent mental, moral 
and physical tonic, and good comedy 
is educative as an exposition of human 
faults and folMe*. But oomedy is often 
insidiously Immoral because of Its 
frivolous ^coarseness, a quality for 
which the manager make* the miser¬ 
able excuse that it 1* demanded by the 
public. Good music Is out of the dis¬ 
cussion because it i* at present i*ot 
available in America at anything ap¬ 
proaching popular prices. 

The popularity of such plays as Mr. 
Barrie writes and Miss Maude Adam* 
plays proves that the public likes good 
art and clean drama But there are 
few* Barries writing plays and! lew* 
artists among players. Perhaps It is 
the large demand for plays and the 
small supply of good plays andi good 
actors that result in a majority of 
the attraction* being either valu-sless 
or vlaioua Indifferent playwrights will 
deliberately ’’spice” insipid oomodle® 
with vulgarity and deliberately choose 
what are, paradoxically, called forbid¬ 
den subjects, for serious plays, and 
managers will-make merchandise of 
available materlai, while the public 
demands to be entertained at any cost 
to Its morals or It* taete. How the 
public is to be supplied with educative 
and elevating entertainment under tho 
circumstance* is a large question, as 
yet unanswered. In the meantime can 
we logically crUIobse the form of en¬ 
tertainment offered to children for five 
cents while wo saturate ourselves with 
the same sort of mental pabulum in 
the $2 theaters?

In many village*! and hamlets and in 
remote country districts throughout thi 
United States ba;:ds of women are dally 
going about doing every known kind 
of helpful, charitable work. They pro¬ 
ceed quietly and without ostentation. 
There Is no uniform to distinguish them 
from other people w*ho come and ’go, 
but Lf you will look closely you will fln l 
in the lace at the throat, or on a chain, 
a tiny silver cross of Maltese design 
bearing the letters M I. H. N.” Some¬ 
times a knot of purple rifbbon Is worn 
with IL Purple is the color of royalty, 
and for that reason belongs to these 
kindly women. w*ho are called The 
King’s Daughters. Their every deed is 
done under the Inspiration of divine 

charity ”In His Name.” 

• • • 

The society was organized about 
twenty years ago by Mrs. Margaret 
Bottorne, wife of a clergyman, who 
was the only president of the general 
order untU her death last fall. Only 
ten or twelve women were present at 
tho first meeting which she called in her 
New York homo, but from that simple, 
reverential service has grown a move¬ 
ment that Is not onfly national, but 

w r arid-wide in it* scope. 

• • • 

The objects of tho order are "the de¬ 
velopment of spiritual life and the 
stimulation of Christian activities.” 
For the purpose of making the work 
more effective the local organizations, 
known as circles, are gathered in<o 
county or city unions, and these into 
State and national organizations. Bi¬ 
ennial meetings are held, and eight 
Canadian province* affiliate with the 
United States organization* at this 
time. The last meeting was held at 
Wheeling. W. Va.. in May, 1906, thla 
being the eighth one. No service Is too 
small or Insignificant for the women of 
this order to undertake. No work of 
benevolence is considered beneith 
them, no matter how* sinful and unat¬ 
tractive the beneficiary. 

• • • 

Erverly field of effort is covered In 
their daily duties. Hospitals, creches, 
industrial schools, churches, homes for 
the blind, the aged and the incurable, 
mission*. Sunday-schools, sowing cir¬ 
cles and countless other helpful things 
spring up In the path where the feet 
of these good woman tread, marking 
their way like tho flowers of spring. 
The question of religious denominations 
does not enter Into the matter at alL 
While many circles are formed in 
churches for church w*ork alone,. and 
many Include members of only certain 
sects. It Is because that Is tho work that 
happens to lie nearest, and not because 
the general aoelety belongs to any par¬ 
ticular religious cult. 

* • • 

Notice the name* chosen, anti the 
spirit of willingness and earnestness 
will be guessed: The Whatsoever Circle, 
The Willing Hands. The Earnest Work¬ 
ers, Tho Hver Ready, The Inasmuch. The 
Loving Service, The Willing Hearts. The 
Friends of the Needy, The Friends of 
the Lonely, and The Friend* of the 
Poor. Sometimes tho name* of good 
men or women are given to memorial 
circles. In New York a great work 1* 
being done In the slums. At the Frank 
Bottom© memorial on the East Bide 
there is a free kindergarten, a Bunday- 
*chool. a penny provident fund, a 
mothers’ club, all established In mem¬ 
ory of Mrs. Bottom©'* irm. a physician 
wthb gave his Ufe in loving service to 
tho poor. Thi* same band of workers 
has given vacation trips to 8.900 wom¬ 
en and children In the hot summer 
days, and a tJbwl of bread and milk Is 
served each morning to eighty little 
children. Thl* big oTty ha* kts flower 
miswion drcles, who distribute plants 
among the children of the tenements, 
who take tlhe wan little ones out for 
a day or tw*o In the country, and who 
support floating hospitals for ailing 

babies In summer time. 

• • • 

A circle of blind girls In California 
recently made many gay pincushion* 
for a hospItnJ. and filled tiny bottles 
with perfume to be sent to the patients. 
Another circle of blind girt* In Ten¬ 
nessee, lodged In a home built for 
them by tho King's Daughters, have 
achieved most Interesting things in 
basketry, la oe-making and knitted) 
work. A general work In tiho New Eng¬ 
land States has been to find *ole for 
things made by "shut-in*”—Invalids 
who cannot leave their beds or chairs. 
From large firms tho Daughter* have 
taken order* for even mops, wash-rags 
and dish-cloths, and the ehuit-lna oro 
enabled to earn a living by making 
these articles. Each consignment beat* 
th© affidavit of th© various circle© to 
the effect that the shut-in ha* no con¬ 
tagious disease. 

* • • 

In Mississippi a vlaltlng officer cf the 
order was approached by a young ne¬ 
gro girl, w*ho said that ©he was fi mem¬ 
ber of a circle of the Kjng’s Daugh¬ 
ters composed of other negro girls of 
her age. "Whet is the name of your 
circle?” the visitor asked. "We call it 
'the We «1ng them to God Circle,’ ” the 
girl replied. "What an unusual namo," 
th© visitor said kindly, ‘will you tell me 
about It?" "Why, it’s thi* way.” the 
girl replied. "When any of our friends 
are dying we gather in the room and 
sing softly the hymn* they like b»st 
until they havo passed aw*a>V It Is 
possibly the only circle of its kind, but 
knowing the negroes’ love for music, 
H nd the melody of their voice©, the 
singing of the old-time hymns must 

be a comfort to th© dying. 

• • • 

It was a Mississippi woman who 
proved a martyr to her little cross and 
its meaning. Mrs. Mary Thompson 
Howe, daughter of the late Episcopal 
bishop of that State, was spending the 
summer in the mountains of North 
Carolina, when she found a little post¬ 
mistress there who could not leave her 
post to go to the bed of a dying relative. 
Mrs. Howe had herself sworn In a* 
assistant, and took charge of the work. 
6he contracted typhoid fevwi while at 


her post, and died from doing a kind 
service for a stranger. 

• • * 

At Norwich, Conn., The King’s 
i Daughters have recently founded a 
home for worthy Protestant women. 
The Opportunity Circle In a Michigan 
tow*n employs a visiting nurse for the' 
poor who could not otherwise afford to 
have one At Kealakena. Hawaii, a cir¬ 
cle of native girls under the tuition of 
an American missionary, are making 
scrap-book* to send to unfortunates In 
the leper colony. At Hotchkiss. Col¬ 
orado. the lack of denominational 
prejudice was proved when The King’s 
Daughters of the city combined and 
bought a communion service for each 
of the two churches, the Baptist and 
the Methodist. The Virginia branches 
are planning a rest room for the use 
of visitors at the Jamestown Exposi¬ 
tion, Just a* other State organizations 
did at St. Louis and Portland. At 
Mexico. Missouri, a home for aged 
women is supportod by circles of this 
order. In Detroit the work takes the 
form of social settlements, and cook¬ 
ing and other industrial classes are 
formed and supported for the benefit 
of the poor. 

• • • 

A band of children in a little Mis¬ 
souri town raised the mortgage of $85 
on a poor widow’s home, employed a 
nurse for her wrhen she fell ill, and 
paid her funeral expenses when she 
died. In Oakland, California, a home 
for incurables ha* been In successful 
operation for several years, the building 
being also offered as a refuge for suf¬ 
ferers from the San Francisco dis¬ 
aster. Tennessee circles arc building 
such a home, and have also established 
a reform school for boys and a home 
for aged women in Memphis. 

Kentucky circles have gone far up in 
the mountain wilds to build churches 
where none ever before existed. In St. 
Louts one circle set to wolk and raised 
the money to rebuild their church when 
the cyclone tore It down. There are In 
the United States 113.000 people w*ho 
are suffering from epilepsy. At Port 
Deposit, Maryland, The King's Daugh¬ 
ters have gathered as many as they 
can Into a home and are giving them 
all the help and care that is possible. 
In Ohio a summer school Is held at 
Lakeside under the circles of that lo¬ 
cality, while in Alabama the activities 
of most of the circles arc directed to¬ 
ward hospital work. 

• • • 

In New Orleans the order maintains 
a home for crippled children, the build¬ 
ing of which is due to the bcat-knowm 
living worker of the order. Miss Sophie 
Wright, the "w'oman beloved of New 
Orleans.'* Mias Wright, herself a crlp- 
plo since she was three years old, led 
In ttye work of raising the needed $10,- 
000 to erect this building, because she 
know what it meant to be a little child 
who suffered, who could not run and 
play a* other children did. This frail, 
wiiIte-haired woman, whose sweet face 
has been marked with suffering. Is of 
such potent influence in her city that it 
is ©old lf her activities should suddenly 
cease upward of 2 per oent. of the 
white male population wx>uld be de¬ 
prived of the hope of education. Bhe 
ha* founded a free night school, which 
now* has 1,700 pupils and a large corps 
of volunteer teachers. 

• • • 

She began this work by teaching a 
young fellow* from a stranded circus 
who wanted to prepare for an examina¬ 
tion. He brought hi* friend*. Others 
oamo and still others, boys and men, 
girls and women, asking heip in every 
branch of education under the sun, and 
Miss Wright secured it for all of them 
somehow. There are only two condi¬ 
tion© with which the applicant must 
comply in coming this night ©ohool; 
Ho must be employed during the day- 
©chool hours and he must be unable to 
pay for his tuition. 

• • • 

This w'ork Mia© Wright began alone 
twenty-three ye.ii/rs ago when she was 
a girl In her teens, teaching a private 
school for other girls. To-day her pri¬ 
vate school 1 b one of the be*t in the 
country. Bhe mortgaged It three year* 
ago to get funds for her night school, 
but th© appreciative citizen* of New 
Orloan© raised $10,000 and gave It to her 
n* a present It was a memorable day 
when thousands of people gathered In 
Audubon Park to see till* frail woman 
receive the Picayune’s silver cup that 
the city hod unanimously agreed should 
go to her «* "Lhe citizen who hod don© 
most for New Orleans during th© past 
year."

ITo the Editor of the Court er-Jqurnol.l 
Dwonton. Ky., April 1C. 1907.—Ln tho 
Courier-Journal, of date April 6, th*r© 
apt*su*ed on article concerning the refusal 
by Gov. Beckham to pay a reward of $50j 
for the capture and return to Owen coun¬ 
ty of Bent Hudson, under a clmrge 
of murdering on infant by administering 
drugs to the mother; tihaut the Governor 
refused to pay said reward, b:»a'ng In*' 
refusal on the report of 6t;U* Inspector 
ll**nry 13, Hines, in which said report 
Hinee »tal<« that til}© application for th! 
reward dSd not slat© tht* Itu© fit-cts. By 
Inferenice, t.txis report reflects upon my 
offlolo.1 conduct, I having signed th© n» c- 
♦«&ary documonito required In making 
said application, and same conveys In no 
uncertain manner the oluirge that I mis¬ 
led the aiuthorttJea \iy misstating tlh»* 
foots, In order U> procure the offering of 
tho reward, that l may share the *u/mo 
with th© State’s agent mu nod In the requi¬ 
sition papor*. 

I want to t*iy <Lliat I in,ve been grossly 
mi<sT«'|xreswvted in tills rnu*ter by Inspector 
Hines. His sources of information are 
too well known to mc-^poUtloctf enemies 
who have tasted doffwt ait my hands and 
who una tumble to induce in© to prosti¬ 
tute my office by becoming identified with 
their interest*. I do not wonder that from 
those unreiUabU* so uncos the lnformu/itan 
gained k-sids him to take the portion he 
does. However, in making hi* investiga¬ 
tion into this mustier, it ‘ a/ijpearu to mo 
that it would have been no more than 
common courtesy for him to have gtiven 
m© an opportunity to present my position 
In tbe matter, to be lie Id in his report <ut 
whatever value he might estimate tt. But 
by him I am held up before those per¬ 
son* who do not know me (Id© not four 
the opinion of thus© who know nud a* ft 
grufter, without first having been given 
Lhe opportunity to know either th© a©- 
cuoatory or descriptive in Hines' Inducte 
nw»4«- 

Tllio fact* are these: On tho 28th day of 
November, 190*7, I was ftrrt apprised of 
tho crim© of Hudson by the County Attor¬ 
ney of Owen county, who advtsod m© tha: 
the father of the unfortunate girt desired 
to have a oonsubtaJtlon with us looking 
toward bringing Hudson t© *n fiocounta- 
b&Uy for lit* crime. I consulted with th© 
father and was UnA wholly by luls sug¬ 
gestion*. Hudson h ad fled the country, 
leaving th© girl lying at th© point of 
dt-urth. with apparently no possible olutnc© 
for recovery. Th© father requested mo t© 
prepare the paper* neoeseaxy. which I 
dad, and. at hi* request, took them to 
Frankfort Prior thereto a man high Up 
in tho councils of tho administration, an 
lnrtJmait© friend of th© father, had been 
communicated with by the father, re- 
quorting him to wire tiho Governor to Is¬ 
sue this reward. When I reached tho 
Governor's office the Governor wit* not 
there, but hi* secretary, Mr. Leigh, ad¬ 
vised mo Chat the mtssag© from tho man 
high up in tho oouiwil of the admlnilstra- 
<tdcm had been received by the Governur. 
and Hunt a reward of 8600 would tesu© 
for th© capture of Hudson and return to 
th© Jail of Owen county. I stated to tho 
secretary, and later Co tho Governor. Ju*c 
what th«ul been stated to in© and sworn to 
by the fatiier In hi* affidavit, upjn which 
wua bused tiho warrant of amust for Ilud- 
©on Issued by W. K. King, acting Judge 
of till© Owen County Court. The moes- 
wixy papers for pardon were deOAvored and 
signed by mo in th© prosenco of Leigh at 
the ram© time and place as <Cbe applica¬ 
tion for requisition paper*. There wus 
nr/Uring oon©eak*l and no desire to con¬ 
ceal. 

Th© truth Is. no one Is to bloino in this 
matter, for no blame attaches. Hines 
Is misinformed and has acted hastily 
thereon, to my detriment among those 
persons who do not know in©. 1 did 
only what I deemed then and now to b© 
my duty, and nothing has transpired 
thus far to convince me th*t It Is a mis¬ 
conception of duty to glv© ear to the ap¬ 
peal ^of a parent under like affliction. I 
quote from a card written by the father 
of this unfortunate gtr! and published 
In tho Owen County Democrat (a copy 
of said paper containing said card'Jbelng 
now delivered to tho Courier-Journal) of 
date December 18. 1906. In answer to an 
attack made upon me concerning this 
matter by th© editor of tho Owenton 
Nows-Herald, whom I defeated for the 
office I now* bold. 

"In Justice to Frank Greene permit me 
to say that I alone am to blame, if any 
blame attaches, for tho steps taken and 
methods used to bring a scoundrel to 
punishment. As an' officer of the law, 
and as my personal friend, Frank Greene 
offered his services in my behalf and 
acted solely and entirely by my direc¬ 
tion. offering no suggestion save that 
he wanted to see tho law enforced. In 
my then frame of mind, and acting as I 
believed for the beat, I had my life-long 
friend. Bam Duvall, appointed to bring 
the culprit back to Kentucky If appre¬ 
hended. In my case I know that Frank 
Greene acted fairly and honestly; that 
he spent his own money In his effort to 
assist me. Pardon me for this intrusion 
and give It space, that the people may 
know that Frank Greene Is a friend of 
law and order, and that he is not using 
his high office for the' purposes indl- 
ated by the editor of the News-Herald." 
The above, with numerous matters of 
a personal nature, was published over 
tho signature of the father of me unfor¬ 
tunate girl. The report of Hines 1* un¬ 
fair and untrue—unfair in that ho gavo 
me no hearing—unfair In that he leaves 
a false impression when ho says "tho 
prosecution ha* been dropped." for 1 
presume ho knows that after the recovery 
of the girl, in order to escape prosecu¬ 
tion, Hudson married her. And 1 pre¬ 
sume that he knows that in Kentucky 
no prosecution stands after the marriage, 
yet he would have tho Impression go 
that I "dropped" the prosecution. The 
report is untrue when it Infers that 1 
was to receive or profit by any ehare in 
tho reward. There whs no occasion, and 
is none now, for refusing to pay this re¬ 
ward had Mr. lilnes soon fit to ascertain 
the truth instead of being satisfied with 
the prattle of my political enemies in 
Owen county. In my Judgment $500 Is an 
insignificant sum to pay for the appre¬ 
hension of a murderer and seducer In 
Kentucky, and thereby compelling him 
to right the wrong ho has wrought, so 
fur a* may he In his power to do. I live 
in Owen county. Kentucky, and hope to 
survive many yoirs, and do not 
f<*ar the political power of any gratt¬ 
ers. Unfortunately, if reports be true, 
we have in our good county of Owen 
grafters both "old" and "now.” I have 
not become Identified with either, and 
stand ready to prosecute both tho "old” 
and the "now” with tho plan “if one. 
then all”—”lf not all, then none.” Re¬ 
spectfully.

T O-DAY Ib t!he day and the baseball 
fans are happy. After an autumn 
of explaining how It happened, a 
winter of dreams and dope, and a 
spring month of roseate hope* and ex¬ 
pectations In eight different cities, the 
waiting time has passed and another flag 
campaign begins In the American Asso¬ 
ciation this afternoon, and baseball Is 
again a rvsiidty In this particular section 
of the world. 

Truly this baseball, fittingly styled the 
national game, Is an Institution enduring 
in excitement and Interest- Roller skating 
and bowling may come and the other 
ephemeral pastimes may go, but surely it 
is true that baseball will go on forever. 
There la something more than the mcie 
excitement, that the actual game holds. 
There is a native pride in one's home 
team, a pride that La awakened with tne 
first utterance of the umpire, that ts 
stimulated with each succeeuang game an .1 
a vanity that exists Just so long its uu? 
crack of the bat and the coachers chin 
music are heard. 

When they hung up a red ball In the 
cities up north it means that the ponds 
and lakes are tit and safe lor Ice skating. 
In Louisville the hanging out of the big 
crimson sphere has a gladder meaning. 
It nveans "play ball," and also that every¬ 
body from the office boy to the boss will 
be busy during the next five months in 
scraping up, patching up and offering up 
excuse* of myriad classes and kinds. 
Baseball Is infectious and Irresltlble; a 
purely American institution that has 
grown stronger and better each year. 

• • • 

During the last few days the local fans 
have begun to sit up and pay particular 
attention to the efforts which have been 
made by the local management to 
strengthen the Louisville team. Two 
weeks ago, or Shortly after the players 
were ordered to report, it was the con¬ 
sensus of opinion among the enthusiasts 
of the game In other cities as well as In 
Louisville that this city would be repre¬ 
sented by a very weak teum. which 
would in all probability flnLih lust In the 
race for the American Association pen¬ 
nant. 

During the past ten days, however, 
there has been a shift in sentiment be¬ 
cause the management has shown that 1 : 
has intended to try to give Louisville a 
good ball club. From a beginning that 
was almost as gloomy us could be im¬ 
agined a team has been gathered together 
which will undoubtedly play good base¬ 
ball. 

The addition of Cooley as manager, 
Neal as a third baseman, Stovall os a 
pitcher and Kennedy as a promising 
twirlet* from the big league, has certum- 
ly created renewed confidence In the Col¬ 
onels. and yesterday the fans who were 
at the park were actually predicting that 
the local club would stand a good chance 
In the race for the pennant. 

Most of these enthusiasts, however. 


qualified their statements with the re¬ 
mark that Woodruff should be secured to 
play one of the outfielder positions. He 
is one of the finest outfielders in any 
league, and. while he Is not a strong hit¬ 
ter. he Is a run-getter, and he Is fight¬ 
ing all the time for victory. The Louis¬ 
ville management well knows his vu.ue 
to the team, und It is to be hoped that 
the difficultie* which exist between him 
and the l»uUvli:e club will be speedily 
settled. It Is not known exactly what tite 
difference consists of, but, whatever It Us, 
It should be corrected. 

With Woodruff signed the Louisville 
club would be strong in every position 
except the batteries, and this la a ques¬ 
tion which is open for discussion. last 
year the Louisville team had a corps of 
pitcher* which was considered second to 
none in the American Association, and 
yet this splendid bunch of twirlers was 
almost exclusively responsible for the 
poor showing made by the Colonels. This 
year they have Stovall and Kenna as ex¬ 
perienced men and Bunton and Wright 
as youngsters. These two newcomers 
have already shown against the best 
teams In the big leagues that they are 
made of the right sort of stuff, and there 
Is every reason to believe that they will 
make good In American Association com¬ 
pany. besides. It la stated on what la 
considered reliable authority that Pitcher 
Puttmann and Catcher Heine Peltz will 
be with the Louisville club before the 
week Is ended. If this proves true, the 
Colonels will be in a position to com¬ 
mand respect from any club. The men 
have been handicapped considerably by 
bad weather, but when that Infield begins 
to play at top speed It will be the sign 
for the other clubs to pay attention.

The Kansas City club will not arrive In 
the city until 8 o'clock this morning. The 
Blues played an exhibition game at Ev¬ 
ansville yesterday afternoon, and they 
left the Indiana city at 2:20 o'clock this 
morning, and will arrive here at 8 o'clock.

Appreciate Advantages of 
Coming Meeting. 


ALMOST HALF RATE OFFERED. 


Many Horses and Horsemen Reach 
City On Trains From New Or¬ 
leans and Elsewhere. 


LIVE LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 


F ollowing th© request of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association Cor a concession in trie 
matter of railroad rates Into Lou¬ 
isville during the coming race meeting at 
Churchill Downs. Secretary John J. Tel¬ 
ford yesterday received notification that 
all of the railroads In the Southeastern 
lAieifenger Association have agreed to 
make a special rate of one-third plus the 
regular single fore for round-trip tickets 
to Louisville from ©very station in Ken¬ 
tucky during that period. The conces¬ 
sion was somewhat unexpected by the as¬ 
sociation in view of the railroads* refusal 
to make special rates during the Doug.ua 
Park meeting last fall. 

Th© ralirouds at that time took the 
ground that Louisville had a too long 
racing period, and as they had main tinned 
special rates during tho spring meeting at 
Churchill Downs and during Home-Com¬ 
ing and State Fair weeks, they did nut 
care to make uny puesengeri rale reduc¬ 
tion during the fall racing season. 

The rates which the railroads have 
agreed to maintain during the Churchill 
D«owns meeting will go into effect on May 
4. when rourui-trtp tickets at one-third 
plu* the regular single fare may be pur¬ 
chased from any station in Kentucky to 
Louisville. The time limit on these tick¬ 
ets wlil be until June 9, the day following 
the close of the meeting. Tickets will be 
sold on Derby Day, May 6, with a time 
limit to tho following day, and on every 
following Wednesday and Saturday, with 
a one-day limit, until the close of the 
mooting. 

The members of the Retail Merchants' 
Association niv well pleased that the rail¬ 
roads have agreed to moke the passenger 
rate reduction, although rhey would hav© 
liked the railpaada to cut the round-trip 
rate exactly In ha if during the race 
meeting. The association believes that 
till© racing attracts many people to the 
city, and many buyers who otherwise 
would not visit Louisville at that season 
of th© year Experience apparently h;is 
shown this to be the case and the associa¬ 
tion lias refrained from Joining with the 
other organisations In protesting against 
a too long racing period for Louisville.

Secretary Lyman Davis la about the 
busiest man in town these days and most : 
of his troubles arise from the fact that ho 
Is unable to furnish stable room for the I 
carloads of horsesc that are arriving here i 
at ail hours during the* day. Horsemen I 
think that the stable accommodations are 
Inexhaustible, but such Is not the case, ) 
as every stall at Churchill Downs and . 
Douglas Park has been taken and It 
looks os though there will have to bo 
a city of tents erected for the horses 
which ar© yet to come.

They went to the riargis store where 
they were directed lo snake the north 
front door. Abner and Smith, on arriv¬ 
ing at Jurkson, hitched their horses in 
Hargis’ bam and went to the door as 
directed. Curt Jett came at that time 
from the old llargls building and Joln«Hi 
them. Elbert nurgls was also present, 
and they wept Into the store where they 
were met bv Judge Hargis. Judge Har¬ 
gis. he said, stated when they were all 
together, that Jim Cockrlll was awuy, 
but that he would be bock the next 
day. and arrangements would be mude 
to kill Cockrlll. This was on Sunday 
night. aJtd Smith and Abner left shortly 
afterward and went to the branch, where 
tney had been In the April preceding. 

Curt Jett brought their dinner and El¬ 
bert Hargis came shortly afterward, 
'lhey staid un-LI the evening, and then 
they went to Elbert Hargis', accompa¬ 
nied by Curt Jc-tt. Bill Britton, Curt Ji tt. 
John Abner, Elbert Hargis and the wit¬ 
ness (John Smith) were there After 
dark they all went to Hargis’ store, ar¬ 
riving about 8 o’clock. 

Maury Kemper objected to Col. Allen’s 
leading questions. 

They went into tho store and to the bed¬ 
room on the second floor. Judge Hargis, 
Elbert Hargis. Ed Callahan. Cum Jett, 
Bill Britton. John Abner and the witness 
were present. 


The Night Before. 


They were given guns and staid there 
that night. Curt Jett was to be on the 
street next day as Jim Cockrlll was to 
be there. They were to go to the court¬ 
house and shoot Cockrlll fn>m the win¬ 
dow. Judge Hargis. Ed Calluha::, Bill 
Britton and Elbert Hargis were to be 
around the courthouse and not let anyone 
In Early In the morning they wont to 
the courthouse, and the party. Judge 
Hargis, Ed Callahan. Elbert Hargis, Dal 
Britton. Curt Jett. John Abner and too 
witness were present. Three guns were 
furnished by Judge Hargis and the guns 
were taken to the Sheriff's room In tile 
courthouse that night. Elbert Hargis 
went away and John Abner and the wit¬ 
ness went to fileop. They wore brought 
breakfast the next morning by Curt Jett. 
During the day Britton came up to the 
room and said that the crowd down stair* 
would hold the courthouse against the 
people If they attempted to get upstairs 
after the shooting took place. The wit¬ 
ness said that he told Britton he was 
afraid that they would be caught In the 
courthouse after the shooting and that 
Britten replied “There Is no need to b* 
afraid: we will bolt the courthouse and 
nobody can get In.” 

Callahan came up about noon and told 
them tb he retidy, as Jett would come 
up and tell them when to get ready: The 
door wnis kept locked, but three raps was 
the signal for admittance. Just before 
the shooting Jett came In and said Cock¬ 
rlll was on the street nnd they had bet¬ 
ter get Into the courthouse. They went 
there and locked tho door, going to the 
right-hand window*. John Abner, Curt 
Jett and the witness W’ere there. When 
they got to the window Cockrlll was at 
the Cardwell store with his hand lean¬ 
ing apmlnst a post. 8 mlth said he had 
a 33 -cftllbor Winchester, Curt Jett a 32 
and John Abner a 44. 


examination of Smith was kept up 
mercilessly. The defence endeavored to 
maJce the most of Smith's admission 
that he had a bad memory and used 
morphine. He was asked if he had 
taken any morphine since the morning 
session and replied in the negative. In 
reply to the question thut there was 
anything the matter with his mind at 
the time he wrote his confession he re¬ 
plied that there was nothing more than 
there Is now, but his memory was not 
g<*>d. In Smith’s written confession 
Britton had not been mentioned at the 
several meetings of the conspirators, 
and the defense endeavored to show’ the 
discrepancies between his statements 
then und now. 

The prosecution objected to this line 
of questioning unless the written con- 
f« ^.*>n was shown the witness. The 
court ruled that the confession should 
be brought Into court, but the defense 
stated that the only copy of the con¬ 
fession they had was a. newspaper 
copy. The witness said he had several 
time? mentioned Britton being present 
at conference? in conversations with 
Floyd Byrd. The witness stated thnt 
h" had not threatened Judge Hargis 
with testifying against him If Hargis 
did not give him some money. He said 
he w*a? having business dealings with 
James Marcum at the time he was 
plotting to kill him. He did not know 
whether Cockrlll was a friend of his 
or not. because on*' time when a crowd 
was going to play cards Cockrlll did 
not ask him to play. He said he did not 
use morphine at the time of the shoot¬ 
ing, and that he only began to use the 
drug about nix months ago, and start¬ 
ed It on the iidvioe nf a physician, be¬ 
cause he could get no rest without It. 
He had since Increased the dose. It 
was bought but by the questions of the 
defense that Smith had made no «*on- 
fesslon to the prosecution until after 
he had begun to use morphine.

Smith later corrected his statement 
that he had made no confession prior 
to his beginning to use morphine by 
saying that he had confessed to his 
brother. Go van Smith, before he ever 
used morphine. He said ho now* used 
about a grain of morphine a day. He 
stated he and Ahner stayed in the 
Sheriff's office of the courthouse, where 
they did the shooting, until after dark, 
when they w’ent over to the Hargis 
store, stayed in the bedroom in the 
store until about 9 o'clock, got on their 
horses near the Hargis barn and rode 
by the Hargis store, then by the jail 
anil toward the bridge. The court re¬ 
fused to permit Smith to state where 
he and Abner went after leaving Jack- 
son. 

When shown a copy of his testimony 
at the trial of Judge Hargis at Beatty- 
ville for the murder of Marcum, in 
which he had stated thit Hargis had 
nothing to do with the plots, he said 
he had sworn to it, but that it was not 
true, but that he was charged with the 
murder of Marcum himself and he was 
afraid of incriminating himself. He 
declared his testimony to-day was true.

SUICIDE BY DROWNING. 


Man Plunges Into Stream In Presence 
of Wife.

cross-examination began Common - 
wealth’s Attorney Allen asked Smith If 
Mooe Felmcr was present at any of 
the conferences StnRh had referred to. 
The defendant's attorneys and tho 
court asked CW. Allen w’hy he had not 
asked the question before, fin'd the re¬ 
ply was that he had forgotten it. Mau¬ 
ry Kemper, for the defense, stated that 
t\hf v Intended to prove that Smith’s and 
Feltner’s testimony in no •w’ay coincid¬ 
ed, therefore Col. Allen had no right 
to ask a question with a view’ of bring¬ 
ing together apparently contradictory 
testimony. Col. Allen disclaimed any 
such Intention, and Judge Parker per¬ 
mit ting the question, Smith said that 
Feltner was present when the killing 
was discussed. Smith also stated that 
the first plan was for him to go to the 
Arlington Hotel, get Into a game of 
cards with Cockrlll and kill him, plead¬ 
ing self-defense.

’Maury’ Kemper, for tho defense, then 
began the cross-examination. Smith 
said he was thirty-seven yaars old and 
was not married. He had lived in 
Breathitt county abotft four years, and 
hip no regular business. He admitted 
twit he had run a blind tiger ami sold 
whisky at various times for the past 
four years. The prosecution objected 
to these questions, and the defense 
elated that they Intended to show the 
character «>f the w itness who told such 
a remarkable tale. Mr. Byrd, for the 
prosecution, said That the witness 
should not be required to answer ques¬ 
tions which w*ould Incriminate him, as 
those just asked were sure to do. as 
Breathitt is a local option county. The 
court ruled that questions along this 
line need not be answered. 


Acquaintance With Hargis. 


The witness stated that he had known 
Judge Hargis for about five years and 
Ed Callahun fifteen years. The wit¬ 
ness stated that his memory was. not 


good and Mr. Kemper asked hliiftlf he 
was in the habit of using "dope.'* gmlth 


asnw’ered that he did use morphine and 
that lie had taken a dose be¬ 
fore coming to the courthouse. The 
witness, however. Insisted that his 
memory was bad because he w’as afflict¬ 
ed with catarrh and not from tho use 
of drugs.

ing burBt. has caused Frank Nolan. 
Plumbing Inspector, to take notice, and 
he said yesterday that In ad probability 
he would recommend to the Board of 
Public Works that It take some action 
calculated to prevent similar trouble in 
the future. This, it Is believed, may lead 
to the passage by the General Council 
of some measure that will require all gas 
stopcocks to be so situated that no dif¬ 
ficulty in reaching them will be expe¬ 
rienced. 

Failure to And the stopcocks Friday 
was due to the fact that they were bur¬ 
led under the sidewalk In front of the 
building, the granitoid having been put 
down over them. Had It not been that 
an old employe of the gits company hap¬ 
pened to remember about where the 
stopcocks were, it would have been nec¬ 
essary to tear the sidewalk up for sev¬ 
eral yards before they could have been 
found. 

Mayor Paul C. Barth, when asked 
about the matter, said he thought the 
stopcocks should have been left exposed 
when the sidewalk was being put down. 
It Is probable that ttie trouble Friday 
may result In the appointment of an ln- 
ipraor whose duty It shall be to Inspect 
regularly all gas stopcocks and see that 
they can be easily reached In case of an 
emergency.

AHRENS MANUFACTURING 
COMPANY INCORPORATES. 


Impressed by tho recent report of the 
Building Inspector, in which ho asserts 
that property is damaged to the extent 
of millions of dollars each year by the 
smoke nusiance, and convinced that 
something should be done to remedy 
the evil in Louisville. Owen 
Tyler, president of the Board 
of Aldermen, has hod prepared by 
Daniel E. O'Sullivan. Assistant City At¬ 
torney, an ordinance, the terms of 
which, if passed, will require the own¬ 
ers of all apartment houses, office 
buildings, hotels, theaters, and those In 
:harge of Institutions to equip the fur¬ 
naces of such with smoke consumers. 
The ordinance also provides for the ap¬ 
pointment by the Board of Public 
Safety of a Smoke Inspector, whose 
salary shall be $1,500 a year. 

The ordinance, will be Introduced at 
the meeting of tho General Council to 
be held next Tuesday night, and In 
full is as follows: 

• • • 

Belching Chimney Nuisances. 


An ordinance to prevent the emission of 
soot, black or dense gray smoke from 
smokestacks, chimneys and all other 
smoke-emitting stacks within tho city 
of Louisville and for the appointment 
of a Smoke Inspector. 

Be It ordained by tho General Council 
of the city of Louisville: Section 1—The 
emission of soot, black or dense gray 
smoke from any smokestack or chimney 
used In connection with any stationary 
engine, steam boiler, locomotive or fur¬ 
nace of any description within th* cor¬ 
porate limit* of the city of Louisville. In 
any apartment house, office building, ho¬ 
tel. theater, place of public entertain¬ 
ment, school building, institution or any 
other structure In the city of Louisville, 
or in any building used a* a fuctory. or 
for any purpose of trade, or for any other 
purpose whatever, shall he deemed and 
is hereby declared to be a public nui¬ 
sance. 

Section 2—There shall be appointed by 
the Board of Public Safety an officer 
who shall he designated as a Smoke In¬ 
spector. with powers and duties here¬ 
inafter described, whose term of office 
shall end on the first day of January suc¬ 
ceeding each appointment. The person 
so appointed shall be well qualified from 
practical experience in th© construction 
or operation of boilers, generators and 
superheaters, and their appurtenances, 
used for generating steam or heat for 
any purpose; the salary of said Smoke 
Inspector shall be $1,500 per annum. 

• • • 

Smoke Inspector’s Powers. 


Section 3—The Smoke Inspector shall 
hAve authority to supervise and require 
all steam boilers, or other furnaces, and 
all other furnaces within the corporate 
limits of the city of Louisville, to b© so 
constructed, or If already cgfnstrunted, 
to be so altered or have attached thereto 
•uoh efficient smoke preventives os to pre¬ 
vent the production ami emission of such 
dense, black and gray smoke therefrom; 
jjnd ho shall further have authority to 
supervise the Igniting, stoking, feeding 
and attending such steam boiler or other 
furnace fires, and he, or his duly-nppoint- 
ed assistant. If any. shall also have au¬ 
thority in the performance of the duties 
of th© office of Smoke Inspector to enter 
any steam boiler or engine room, or aoy 
outiding, and any person or persons hin¬ 
dering or obstructing him In th© per¬ 
formance of such duty shall be deemed 
guilty of violating th© provisions of this 
ordinance; provided, that this ordinance 
shall not apply to steam boiler or engine 
or furnace rooms In buildings used exclu¬ 
sively for residence purposes, unless the 
emission of smoke thereirom has actually 
become a nuisance.

Permits To Make Smoke. 


Section 4—That when any person shall 
be desirous of constructing or altering 
any steam boiler or furnace within ihe 
corporate limits of the city of Louisville, 
he or they shall make application at Uie 
office of the Smoke Inspector for a cer¬ 
tificate for that purpose arid shall furnish 
a written statement giving the style and 
dimension* of, such boiler and furnace, 
together with the height and size of stuck 
nnd chimney and the method to be adopt¬ 
ed for preventing the emission of such 
dens© black or gray smoke therefrom. 

Section 5—^The owner, agent, leasee and 
occupant of any building or struc¬ 
ture of any description from the smoke¬ 
stack of which there «hall issue or be

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS WILL 
BUILD SIDEWALKS.

Fiscal Court, However. Will Have 
Voice In Selection of Contractor- 
Work To Begin Soon. 


The dispute between the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works and the members of the Fiscal 
Court relative to which body shall award 
the contract for building granitoid side¬ 
walks on two sides of th© Armory and 
on Green street in front of the jail, from 
Center street to Sixth street, was decided 
yesterday by Judge A. E. Richards. City 
Attorney, who appeared before the Fis¬ 
cal Court and argued th© matter. 

Judge Richards explained that the law r 
gives th© Board of Public Works super¬ 
vision over all street work done within 
the city limits, but that as th* county will 
have to pay for the new sidewalks around 
th© jail and Armory the Fiscal Court 
has the right to receive bids on the work, 
th© same as the Board of Public Works. 
All bids, however, shall finally be sub¬ 
mitted to the Board of Public Works, 
which body shall award the contract to 
the lowest and best bidder. 

Satisfied with Judge Richards’ state¬ 
ment of the case, a committee from the 
Fiscal Court will call at the office of the 
Board of Public Works to-day. where all 
bids submitted on the proposed new side¬ 
walks ■will be gone over.
